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THE 


PREFACE. 


Oraſmuch as the great and ſudden growth of Popery 
in theſe three Nations,eſpecially in England, (which 
hath now for a long time, through the Merciful 
Goodnels of God, flouriſhed and been happy in the 
True Reformed Prote//ant Religion) is now ſuffici- 
ently manifeſt to all v ho have not either blinded 

their own Eies, or been blinded by Satan. And foraſmuch as 
the means whereby this great Miſery and Myſtery of Zniquity hath: 
been brought thus far, to this dreadful and unhappy ſuccel*, are 
alſo as fully manifeſt, to war : 

Fir, The great Countenance and Incouragemene that this 
Heretical and Bloudy Religion hath had from Perſons of Pow- 
er and Authority, together with all the deteſtable Profeſſors 
and Promoters thereot, Papiſts, Priefls and ZF*ſuites, who have 
their daily Councils and Cabals,. in the Higheſt Places, to pro- 
mote this great Delign of the Devil, and or his Firſt-Born cn 
Earth the Pope, even to ſet up the old Damnable Spcr/tition and 
Dodrine of that Man of Sin, whom the /Feekly Pamphlcteer terms + 
(very deyoutly) Hu Holineſs, and yet is nv other indeed and 
truth, than His Fickeaneſs ; the Old Enemy of Chriſt and his 
true Chriſtians and Followers, the Son of Peraition ; the Angel 
of the Bottomleſs Pit ; the Deſtroyer and Murderer of Souls and 
Bodies ; the impudent Agent of Hell #pon Earth ; the Devils chict 
Servant and Factor for his Kingdom of Darkneſs, the Monſter 
of Monſters, who hath abuſzd, abaſed and vaſſalized all Chri- 
{tian Princes, made himſelf ſuperiour to them, yea their very 
Lordand Maſter even in their own Domiztions , who hath inforced 
all their People, not only by his frivolous Excommunications,but 
alſo by Fire and Faggot,by Impriſonments,Tortures and all man- 
ner of exquiſite Cruelties: (which are the only Weapons of his 
Warfare) ro bow down to this Beaſt, and to own him as God, f(it- 
ting in the Temple of Goa, nor only direQly againſt God, but moſt 
Proudly and Inſolently above him : Who hath pilled and polled 
them of all their Money and Riches (which is the only Fiſh this 


great Fiſher of Rome fiſhes for) who hath diſturbed, interdiCt- 
ed, diſorqered, waſted and overturned whole Empires, King- 
doms and Nations, at his Wicked Pleaſure, and hath been no 
other through all Ages than Satans eminent Vicegerent upon 
Earth. This, this prodigious and unparalell'd Wretch, muſt 
aow 1a the midlt of three Proteſtant Nations, be publickly ſtiled

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His Holineſs forfooth ! whoonly is holy as Satan is holy ; for it 
may truly be {aid of him, aboveany other, He « of his Father the 
Devil, and of his works he doth. I ſay the countenancing'of this 
Damnable &el;2:on, and of this abominable Set, and of. the chief 
H.:4ofit, the Pope, is one great cauſe of the new Increaſe of this 
Catholiqut Her: ſt- amongſt us. 

- Secondly, Another caulc is, 7hr open an1 notorious different 
c1;17, driſconrapinr, ſilencing, diſplacing and ban ſhing from the Chief 
Cittes, and Towns in England, all the ab'e, faithful, and goaly Mint- 
ters of Feſ:t5 Chriſt. Who being the diligent, paintul ahd fincere 
Teachers of his true Doctrine, {cr forth in his Goſpel tor the fal- 
vation of Sorls, and for the red::cing the loft Sheep to the fold of 
the true Shepherd, were th: grearcit and Rrongeſt Bulwark againſt 
Porery in the Nation. For Hs /Yickedpeſ-, 1.2. the Pope and his 
Wicked Followers, knew well enough that Popery could never 

{ root again and proſper in theſe Nations, if theſe Mens 
Mourhs were open. They knew well enough that their dark 
Doctrine and Kingdom could never prevail, where the clear 
18ht of the Goſpel thines. And therefore they uled their chief 
Artitices and Satanical Subtilties, to ieduce the Secular Authority 
1 1un on their Errand, and to do their Dr::.dgery; even ro Sup- 
preſs, Imprifon and Baniſh Zheſ-, upon 1:;;hr and forged Preten- 
ces, and in their ſtead to foilt in a number of ignoranr, unlearn- 
cd, looſe, worldly, profane and debauched Prieſts, in every Ci- 
ty, Town and Parilh, Men generally, who neither underſtand 
the Law nor the Goſpel, neither know: God nor Themſclves, 
107 are endued with any found and ſerious knowledge of any 
thing ; that fo theſe keeping away the Light of the Knowledge 
of the Truth from the people, they (poor Souls) might walk in 
14Y £32 [s, an4 not k;zow whither they go, thongh rhey ſhould be led 
nt) Poperyzgain, which is the Open, Broad Way to Hell. 

7hi:r4!y, Another Cauſe is, 7h- l-tting looſe the reins to all man- 
11or of Ungodl:neſs and Inrighteouſn:ſs whatſorver , that Men, not 
onely without controul, bur with countenance, may be as wick- 
cd as they can beinthe World ; may Whore, commit Adulte- 
'y, Revel, Drink, Swear, Blaſpheme, Reproach the Holy 
Wordot Ged, Vilihe his Miniſters, Abuſe and Perſecute his 
People, in the. greateſt freedom the Devil can give ; whereby 
Hell 15 let looſe upon Earth, and the Smoak of the Bottomleſs 
Pit, that is, Sin and Wickednels of all Sorts and Sizes, hath filled 
:nd datkened the Nation ; and Men are gone to the higheſt ex- 
rent oi Wickcdneſs that can be pratiſcdion Earth ; thar if they 
would be worſe, they muſt go ro Hell in Hell, And that which 
hath had a Strerched-our Arm to bring about this Kingdom of 
the Devilamongſt Men, 1s, the frequent ating and frequent- 
ing of Stage-Plays, wherein the moſt Holy and Dreadful Name 
of God 15 proſtitnted to the Abuſe and Contempt of every baſe 
Villain z where the Preaching of the Word and Prayer, the __ 

e 
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eſt and moſt Sacred Ordinances of God, are ſcorned and jeered 
in the prgſence of great Perſons, where all Vice, and Wickednels, 
and FilthMeſs are made familiar and pleaſant to the People. Theſe 
are the Nurſcries of Hell, and the Seed-plots of Damnation,where- 
by moſt of our greateſt Perſons, and of the Gentry are corrupted, 
and reared wholly uſeleſs for any worthy or noble employm:nt in th: 
Commonwealth : they being through their influence become br+;- 
tiſh, and without underſtanding, worſe than th: Beaſts thar periſh, and 
viley than the Farth. For the Pope knows, that as Chritt gas 
thers his X;»gdom here in the wor/d, of the EFlett and Faithful .' 
{o His Wickedneſs mult gather 625 7am out of them that 
periſh, who have made jv ipwrack of Fiith and good Conſci: ace, and 
are throughly practiſed to commit all 17:quity with greeaineſs. Find 
now when Men are brought to this fad pzis, that they are of n9 
Religion at all, but are very Atheilts, fo that they can mac; 
at the Name of God, an at his Huly Word, and molt Beil\4 
Spirit, thenare they become fit SubjeFs to receive Antichrii!s 
Religion, which can pleaſe them with Organs and Antherns, aud 
with Vain-Shews, Ceremunics and May-Games, and thereby can 
itifle their unquiet Conſciences : and Ye by his falſe Pardons and 
{naulgences, can yet drive them more headlong into Sin z bearing 
them in hand in the mean time, that through his favour, (which 
alſo is to be procured by Money) though they commit all theſe a- 
bominations, they are notwithltanding in a fair way to Heaven. 

By which Catholique Cheat of his, he deſtroys innumerable 
Souls of thoſe whom God in his juſt Judgment, becanſe they x. 
cerved not the T ruth of the Guſpel 1# the love of it, hath givea up to his 
ſtrong deluſions. to believe y1 3 LyeS. 

By thele 7hree Means, belides others, things are brought t.) 
that paſs, that Popery is become the onely ſafe and thrivins way, 
and thouſands of People whoſe Names are not Writtei in the 
Book of Lite, ſeeing ſafety, favour and preferments attend it, run 
headlong toit, and greedily take Antichriitts Mark iz their Fore- 
head and in their right hand, for the fake of preſent ſecurity and pro- 
fit, not conſidering their latter exd. Yea, they aro become ſo rho- 
rough and hearty in this their new Undertaking tor the Catis- 
lique Cauſe, that through the help they have received by Mo- 
ney and Arms, together with their ſtrong Incouragements from 
Rome, (which 15 the chief Wheel in this Motion) they are nuw 
ready at a Day and an Hour, when the Watch-Word ſhall be 
given, (that I may uſetheir own word of Myſtery) To becir 
their Yeats, that is, to riſe up and deſtroy all thatare, orare 
called Pzoteftants, of what Degree, Condition, or Sex ſoever, 
by Fire and Sword, and other Methods of DeftruQtion ; ard not 
to leave any of their Perſons, or ſo much as their Names, it it 
may be, to ſurvive in this Nation. This is like to be! their firſt 
attempt, and had been put in Execution before this, if the Lord 
himſelf, whoſe Eyes behold the Nations, had not moſt graci- 
ouſly 
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ouſly diſappointed them. And their fecond Deſign,which ſtands 
behind the Curtain, 1s like the firſt, to wit, if that ſuggeed, then 
afterwards to deftroy all the Engliſh Blond,againſt which they have 
the greateſt Antipathy, and to plant this Land with Frexch and 
other Foreigners, that fo they may throughly reſtore it to its for- 
mer Popiſh Splendor, to the great SatistaQtionof all Popiſh Chri-

IVherefore (if it be poſſible) and if it be th: good Pleaſure of the 
[ord toput a Stop, (and Oh that it might be a full Point and Period ! ) 
to theſe Bold [ntruſions of Popery, andto all the Cruel Deſigns 1n the 
Breaſt of it ; it was thought meet for the common utility of all Prote- 
ſtanrs and Engliſhmen, to r-preſent afreſh nnto them the Memora- 
ble Ads of Henry th: VII. King of England, for the extirpating 
the Pope a4 his Curled Religion, ont of his Dominion. And what 
He ſaw ſo great cauſe to rejelt ana cait out as Abominable and [ntolle- 
rable, upon ſuch unanſwerable grounds us He expreſſeth ; ſure no man 
that isin bis right WVits, ana of a ſound Fragment, hath any juit 
ground to exaeavonr to bring in again. And this thou thy ſelf, who- 
ever thou art, that art either in the right Faith of a Chriftian, or in 
th- right Wits of a Man, wilt judge, if thow ſhalt wiſely and impar- 
tially r.ad, and obſerve what followeth. 
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King Henry VIII: his Proclamation for the

conſent, as wcil of all other our Nobles aid 
Commons Tempozal, as aiſo Spiritual, aſſembled in our 
higiz Court of Parliament, and by Authozity of the ſame, 
we have by god and wholſom Laws and Statutes mate 
fo2 this purpoſe, ertirped, aboliſhed, ſeparated, and ſeclu- 
ded out of t1.tz our Realm, the Abuſes of the Biſhop of 
Kome, His Authozity and Juriſdiction of long time uſurp- 
cd, as well upon us and our Realm, as upon all other 
Kings and Princes and thetr Realms, (1tke as they them- 
ſelves have confeſſed and afftrmed ;) but alſo foz as much

Elergyof this our Realm have not onely 1n Convocation 
aſſembled, conſented, recognized , and appzoved lawfully 
and juſtly to appertain unto us, but alſo by 1Yozd, Oath, 
P2ofeflion. and Waiting under their Signs and Seals, 
have confefled, ratified, cozrobozated, and confirmed the 
ſame, utterly renouncing all other Oaths and Obedience 
to any other fozein Potentates, and all fozein Juriſdictions 
and Powers, as well of the ſaid Biſhop of Rome, as of all 
other whatſoever they be, as by their ſaid P2ofeſſions and 
w2itings cozrobozated with the Subſcription of thetr 
Names,-and Appenſion of their Seals moze plainly ap-

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And this provoking Sin, is not {:3 much the Sin of the: People, 
a5 of the Powers vfithe Nation, »who as4t were, of very'Malice, 
have openly renounced Chriſt,'and deſired Barzbs:s to be given 
to them in his itead;; they have rejected tlis Sweet and Meek 
Gulpzl ot, Chrilt, and have delired co be given tb.themthe® Cxu- 
el aud Murderous Religion of Antichriſt ;; a Religion woitteh in 
Red Letters, even;in Letters of Bloudz tor!ithath ſhedthebloud 
ofinnumerable Saints and Martyrs in the ſeveral Ages, finee An- 
tichrilt tirit lift uphis Head out of Hell int:this World ;-feduce- 
ing the Powers of the World to take pre wittrhim in this blou- 
dy Work, This Religion,lor rather this Iniquity in the Suburbs 
of it, we ſee Erected already, and now the:great City thereof, 
is ready to be built again; and this Kingdom of Darkneſs could 
nexer have been founded but in the ablence of the Light, which 
they have violently chaſed away.” And this one thing carrys 
weight in it, that they who tolerate Popery to take its eaſe a. 
mong us, and to lengthen its Cords, andt6#rengthen its Stakes, 
thqughit be direQly againlt Chriſt, and they who tolerate the 
open! exerciſe of the Fewiſb Religion, which. denics and bla. 
phemes Chriſt, will by no means tufter nor endure thetrue and 
{ſincere Goſpel of Chriſts Kingdom to be publithed by any;but un- 
der great Penalties. Whereby they declare,thar they'are of one 
Council and Work with Satan, who hath with all his Stubrilty 
and Cruelty tought againſt Chriſt and his Goſpel, fromthe frft 
day of their Heavenly Birth hitherto. 

This is the firlt and greater Evil the Nation mourns and groans 
under, but this 1s not all. | 

For Secondly, From hence follows the greateſt and deepeſt ig- 
norance of God and Chritt that wan be, andof all their unfearch- 
able Riches which the Goſpel hath diſcovered tothe World. The 
greateſt ignorance of the Law and of the Goſpel, of Sin-and of 
Righteouſnels, of Salyation and Damnation, of Heaven'and Hell; 
ina word, the groſſeſt ignorance of; all the: Revealed! Trurhs of 
God, which concern us either toobtain Eternal Life, ortoavoid 
Endleſs Death. So that in /z4i2 and. Ethiopia, in Calnoand Car- 
chemiſh, in Pathros and Cuſh, in Meſech and the Tents of Kar, 
there-is not greater ignorance of Chriſt and his Goſpel, arid of 
the way of Salvation, to be found than in many places,and among 
many People in £nz/and, the true report that may be given of it 
iseven incredible. And would it not grievoully affeQ any Chri. 
ſtian Mans heart to behold ſo manythouſands of Children in this 
Nation, brought up without any right inſtruQtion in the -Chri- 
{tian Religion £ Oh conſider, what a Profane and Heatheniſh 
Nation this muſt neceſſarily become in a few years ! for, what 
th. Children and Youths now are, the Common-Wealth will be 
in twenty or thirty Years. And what a bruitiſh and beaſt-like 
Generation will then People be in this Land, if the Lord take nor 
carc of this matter in the mean time. When few will be aq 

who 
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who ſhall know any more of Chriſts Name than what may capa- 
citate them to blaſpheme it, or of his moſt Preciohs Death and 
Crucifying, more than to ſerve them to Swear by his Bloud and 
Wounds, For the glorious Sun of Divine Knowledge, is three 
quarters Eclipſed: already : the Good Lord prevent the Toral 
Eclipſe thereof, by ſending forth again Miniſters of his own 
chooſing and anonnting, to feed his People with true Kriowledge 
and Underſtanding. - 

Thiraly, The third Miſery we ſigh under; is the qverflowing 
of Iniquity like the mighty Waves of tlie Sea. Never was there 
{uch a Deluge of Sin ſeen upon Earth, as now covers the Face of 
the Nation ; this is even become the covering of all Fleſh. All 
forts of People, of High and Low Degree, whether Secular or 
Eceleſialtical, are all drenche and dyed init; in ſuch fort, that 
Men live in this World in the manifeſt likeneſs of the Devil, and 
if Satan himſelf were Incarnate; you could got eaſily diſcern one 
from the other. They ſet their Faces againſt Heaven, and call out 
upon God to Daman them, Soul and Body. So Diveliſh they are, 
that they would fain be tormented before their time, and do oft- 
en provoke Hell ro fwallow them up; for becauſe they can be no 
liker to the Devil in this World, they would haſten to Hell that 
there they may be fully like him. Oh Monſters of Mankind ! 
Oh the true Seed of the Serpent ! the tight Generation of Vipers ! 
Ye have been fore-warn'd by God to flce from the Wrath to 
come, but who hath warn'd you toflee unto it? Who among the 
remote' Nations would believe rhe report of all your Villanies 2 
The very rehearſal of them would put them into Pangs, and the 
bare hearing of them into Tremblings : their Sayings and Doings 
are ſuch, as are not fit to be mentioned or recited among Men, 
bur onely in the midſt of Devils. For who without horcible 
fear, could either repeat or hear their deſperate Blaſphemies 
againſt God himfelf, glorious in Holineſs, and againſt our Lord 
Jeſys Chriſt, (whom God hath made his Firſt-Born, Higher than 
the Kings of the Earth ; and whes he brought him into the World, 
he ſaid, Let all the Angels Forſbip Him) and againſt the Holy Spi- 
rit (againſt whom whoever ſpeaks « word, it ſhall never be forgiven 
bim) againſt the blefled Goſpel the great and onely Pow:r of God 
to Salvation) wgainſt the Kingdom of God on Earth, and againſt 

them that dwell in Heaven, Therefore, O Lord, forgive them 
nor. 

For their Vine ts as the Vine of Sodom, and of the Fields of Go- 
morrah, their Grapes are Grapes of Gall, their Cluſters are bitter, 
their Vine is the Poyſon of Dragons, and theceruel Venome of Apps. 
T he ſew of their Countenance doth witneſs againſt them, and they de- 
clare their Sin more than Sodom, they hide it not, they boaſt of it, and 
every Man is famous as he can do mojt wick:aly, Wo unto their Souls, 
for they have renarded evil azainftl th:mſelves,

Thou waſt lately a Rich and Flouriſhing Kingdom, and for thy 
Plenty, Weilth and Glory waſt both the Wonder and Envy bt 
the World:Whilſt thou did{t enjoy the Preſence of God,through 
his Word and Ordinances ; whilſt Intquity was ba niſh*d out ' of 
Publique View z whilſt Holineſs and Righteouſneſs, Tyfkice and 
Judgment,/Truth ahd Equity had their chiefplace in thee, 7ho 
waſt: & Ptgple ſaved by the Lord, Honoured by the Lord; Exalted, 
B Mag- 
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Magniked, ProteQed by the Lord. Thou waſt rhe Head and not 
the T ail, even the Glory of Kingdoms and ations. Our Land then, 
was bleſſed with the precious things of Heaven, with the dew 
and the deep that coutcheth beneath, with the precious fruits 
brought forth by the Sun, and with the precious things pur 
forth by the Moon, with the precious things of the Earth, and 
the Fulneſs thereof. We had plenty of Gold, ard of Jewels of 
fine Gold ; and our Houſes were ſtored with Silver ; our Barns 
and Store-houſes were repleniſhed, and we were plenteous in 
Goods ,, in the fruit of our Catrtel, and in the fruit of our Ground. 
Our Sons were as Plants grown up intheir Youth, our Daugh- 
rers as poliſht Pillars ; our Oxen were ftrong to labour, and our 
Sheep brought forth Thouſands : we did eat our Bread with joy, 
and drank our Wine with a merry heart, becauſe God accepted 
our Works. Yea then the Firft-Born of the Poor did feed,and the 
Needy did ly down inSafety; for there was no breaking ia nor 
going out, norcomplaining in our Streets. We were a happy 
People that were in ſucha caſc, yea much more happy, becauſe 
God was our Lord. 

And thou O Zowndes, (for my heart is towards thee, andI am 
diſtreſſed for thee O Zondorn, and pained at the very heart) Thou 
waſt aJoyousCity, whoſeAntiquity was ofAncientDays;thou waſt 
the Crowning City,whoſe Merchants were Princes, whoſe Traff- 
1quers were the Honourable of the Earth : by thy great Wiſdom, 
and by thy Traffique thou didſt ger thee Riches, and thou didſt 
get Gold and Silver into thy Treaſuries. The Harveſt of the Ri- 
ver was thy Revenue, and thou waſt the Mart of Nations, All 
Nations emptied their Delicacies into thy Boſom, and poured 
forth their pleaſant thingsinto thy Lap. And when thy Wares 
went forth out of thy Seas, thou filledſt many People, thou didſt 
enrich the Kings of the Earth with the multitude of thy Riches, 
and of thy Merchandiſe. Thou waſt alſo the Mountain of God, 
thou hadit, in the migſt of thee, the ſtones of Fire. Thou waſt 
the chief High-Placez the Miniſters of Jeſus were dear to thee, and 
thy Arms werealways open toembrace them z thou didfſt fre- 

uent the Solema ies of the Saints, with the Multitude of 
them that wn. 7 >. Holy-Day. The Out-caſts of Chriſt were 
wont to dwell with thee, and thou waſt a Covert to them from 

the face of the Spoiler. Many Fatherleſs Children had harbour 
and ſuccour in thee, and thou waſt a Husband to the Widows. It 
was thy Meat and Drink to-feed the hungry, and to cloath the na- 
ked, and to viſit the Priſoners of Jeſus Chriſt. Thou waft as the 
Vine-tree amongſt the Trees of the Foreſt, Verily a Noble Vine ; 
But why haſt thou. ſoſuddtnly rurned into the Degenerate Plant 
of a Strange Vine. Why.of a right Seed did you fo eaſily be- 
come bw & Children, whoſe Mouth talketh Vanity; and your 
Right Hand is a Right Hang of Falſhavd 2 Why didſt thou Join 
thy (elf with the Wicked, and help the Ungodly ? Why didft 
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thou love them that hate the Lord, and didft turn thy hea:t and 
hand againſt them that love the Lord 2 Thou didlt rejeQ his 
Miniſters : thou didlt perſecute his People z thou didſt hunt the 
ſteps of the Righteousthat they could not goin thy Streets ; thou 
ig hawll to Priſon theAflemblies of the Saints and didſt maks 
havock of the Church of Chriſt till there was no remedy. 

For whea the Lord ſaw this he was angry, for he looked for 

Grapes from you, aad you brought forth wild Grapes ; he look- 
ed for Judgment from you, but behold Opprefſion ! for Righte- 
ouſneſs, but behold a Cry! #h-refore he bent his Bow againſt thee 
like an Enemy, He fiood with hs Right Hand like an Adverſary, He 
ſent a Fire into the midſt of thee rhat could not be quenched, and 
it hath devoured thee,and brought thee ro Aſhes on the Earth, in 
the ſight of all them thar beheld thee. He hath ſwallowed up 
thy Habitations, he hath thrown down in his Wrath your plea- 
fant Dwellings, your ſtately and beautiful Buildings. He ſent 
into thee treacherous Dealers to deal treacherouſly with thee, 
and Spoilers to ſpoil thee ; whilſt thou walt become a filly Dove 
without heart. He hath broughs upon thee the days that have 
not come on thee ſince thou waſta City z He hath ſtained the 
Pride of thy Glory, and brought into contempt all thy Honou- 
rable Perſons : they that did feed delicately wereleft deſolate in 
the Streets; they that were brought up in Silks and Scarlet em- 
braced Dunghils : they that dwelt in well built Houſes were glad 
to ſhelter themſelves in Booths,and to crowd their heads in delo- 
late placesz they are come down from their Glory to fit in Duſt. 
For thy filthineſs was found in thy Skirts, therefore thou waſt 
brought down wonderfully. How are thy Merchandiſe of Gold 
and Silver, and Precious Stones, and of Pearl, and of fine Linnen, 
and Purpleand Silk, thy broidered Works, thy Cheſts of rich 
Apparel, thy Spices and Odors, thy Veſſels of precious Wood, of 
Braſs and Iron, and Marble; thy Wine and Ol, thy ſtately Build- 
ings and beautiful StruQuures of many Generations, how in three 
or four days are they all brought to-nothing £ Zowdon, the Glo- 
ry of the Kingdom, the Beauty of England's Excellency,is become 
as when overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah: and is now at pre- 
ſent, a place for doleful Creatures, for Owls to dwell in, and for 
Satyrs to dance in, and for Wild Beaſts to cry among the deſolate 
Houſes, and Dragons in their Dwellings. For thou art ſwept 
with the Beſom of DeſtruQtion,; and Line of Emptineſs is 
ſtretched out upon thee ; becauſe thoudidft reje& the Word of 
the Lord, and kneweſt not the day of thy Viſitation. 

How art thou brought down, which waſt inhabited by Scafa- 
ring Men 2 the renowned City which waſt ftrong at Sea £ and 
thy Inhabitants did cauſe terrour to all Nations. All that knew 
thee formerly are aſtoniſht at thee ; thou art become a Terror to 
them that ſee thee, and they that hear of thee are pained for thee. 
I was bowed down at the hearing of it, I was diſmayed at the ſee- 
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fied himſelf: fee and conſider, for I am become File. Our Encmies 
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ing of it, O Zord behold my affliction, for the Enimy huh may ni- 


iay, This, tbis'is 'the Day we have looked for; ve lave found it, 
we have ſeenit. This Day Thall dothat which rhe Fifth of NVo- 
ember could not do; now! hall we fee our delire upon them ; 
for the Strengttvofi'the Proreſlant Interelt is broken ; we have bry- 
ken the Head of it, and now ſhall we rafe it, to the very founda- 
tion of it. : But O' Lord thou halt ſeen my wrong, judge thuu 
my Cauſe. Thou haſt {een all their Vengeance, andall their 1; 
maginations againi{t'me ; thou knowelt the Contrivers, the Abct- 
tors, the Incouragers, the ACtors, the Favourers of this Helliſh 
Miſchiet; and all thoſe that rejoice in it : Give untothem Ail 
Sorrow of Heart, thy Curle unto thern. Perſccute and deſtruy 
them in Anger, from under the Heavens ct the Lord. Andlet all 
the People lay Amen, 
But now I mult ſhake hands with thee O Zezaopn in thy Duſt 
and Aſhes, for there is hope in this thy End. And 1 muit wrn 
my felt back again to F2/azd, the Land of my Nativity, and take 
up a Lamentation forit, O Exeland, what Nation was like un- 
to thee from the Riſing of rhe Sun to the Setting thereof £ thuu 
walſt a People ſatisfied with tavuur, and full with the Bleſſings of 
the Lord, but art now ſuddenly b:come a poor and pecled People, 
mected out and trodden dov-n. - Thou art ſmitten with a perpe- 
tual ſtroke in anger, by a heavy hand : thou art oppreſſed, ſpoy- 
ed and cruſhed 1n pieces evermore, and there is no man to ſa\ie 
thee. For God hath remembred our In:quiries againſt us,and ſer 
vur fins 1n the light of his Countenance. For by Lying ,andSwea- 
ring, and Oppreſſing, and Slaying, and Drink:ng, and Whorivg 
and Blaſpheming, cc. the Land is defiled, under the Inhabitants 
thereof, We have forſaken the Laws of God,changed the Ordi- 
nances of Chriſt, and broken the Everlaſting Covenant, and 
therefore-hath the Curſe devoured us. Our Labours yield us no 
Profit: our Plowing, Sowing and Reaping eats up the Husband- 
Man : our Trade is every-where decayed : our Gold and Silver 
are exhauſtedand drained away : our Elitates are impoveriſht and 
waſted : the Abundance we had gotten and laid up, is departed ; 
our ExaQttons and Taxes are heavy upon us, ſo that we eat our 
Bread with ſorrow, and drink with ſighing , for they have found 
out our Riches as a Neſt,;.and as one gathereth Eggs that are 
iefr, lo have thev gathered'the Subſtance of the Nation, and there 
was nane that durſt move the Wing, or open the Mouth to the 
People. Weare brought ſo low that we have forgotten Proſpe- 
rity ; but wedaily mourn and fade away ; for we are filled with 
bitternels, and'made drunk with Wormwood, For our Wile 
Counſellors are become. Fools, Underſtanding is periſhed from 
them : our Princes are rebellious, and Companions of Thieves ; 
they are Riatous Perſons that eat not for Strength but for Drunk- 
ennets. Our Corn'ellors take Counſel, bur nor of God;but again} 
him ;

him . our. Judges abhortrue Judgment, and pervert all Equity ; 
they turn Judgment 1nto Gall, and the fruit of Rightiteoulnets 
into Hzmiuck : they juſtifie rhe Wicked for a Reward, and take 
away the righteouſneſs of the Righteous from him. Our Prieſts, 
of all Titles and Degrees, are like roaring Lions in the midſt of 
us, ravening the Prey ; they rob the Purſes of Men; they im- 
priſon their Bodies ; they devour their Souls : they live in Rior- 
ing and Drunkengels, they commit Adultery, and ſpeak Lyes : 
they ſtrengthen the hands of Evil Doers, that none doth return 
from his: Wickednels. Our People are fooliſh and unwiſe, a 
company of treacherous Men, that ly in wait for precious Souls ; 
they are perverſe Children, who have forſaken the Law of the 
Lord, and have {aid tothe Hoiy One of Zfracl, Depart from us. 
Wherefore we are become a bale Kingdom, becauſe we have re- 
jctcd all righteouſneſs; yea, the baſeſt of Kingdoms, becauſe we 
have Apoſtatized from the Truth. Of a Pleafant and Joyful 
Land, weare become a Land of Trouble and Anguiſh ; v he 
is the Young and Oid Lion, the Viper and hery flying Serpent. 
We are become a Mingled People, Strangers devour us in 11 
preſence ; they devour our Strength, they ſwallow up our Rich- 
es, they cat up our Bread; yea they deſtroy u-, our Cities and 
Towns, and there 15 none to reprove them. We who were the 
chief of Nations, the Princeſs of Provinces, who when we ſpake 
there was trembling to the ends of the Earth, are now become 
weak and contemptible, becauſe our Rock hath ſold us, and the 
Lord hach ſhutus up, Theretore the Pomp of our Strength hath 
ceaſed, and our Sp:rit fails in the midſt of us. So that we are 
{hamefully brought down, by the leaſt and loweſt of the Nations : 
who have ſubdued our Naval Power ; raken, burnt and ſpojl- 
ed our Royal Ships,the Wall and Bulwark of our Nation : fought 
us 1n our own Bowels:; triumphed over us in our own River ; 
blocked up the Paſſage of our chief City ; ſtopped all intercourſe 
of Trade ; made a Spoil of our Riches, and a Prey of our Merchar- 
diſe z hundred and deprived us of all our pleaſant things ; berea- 
ved us of ſeveral of our Rich and Advantageous Plantations ; 
brought us down to their tect, humbly to beg their favour, and 
have made us a Reproach, a Proverb and a Hiffing to all Nations. 
O Ez2land who hall bewail thee 2 What Lamentations ſhall we 
take up for thee? Oh that thou wert ſenſible of thy Stroke and 
couldit bewail thy ſelf, for thou haſt ſinned grievoully, therefore 
art thou caſþourt of the Mountain ef the Lord, thou art caſt to the 
ground; and laid before Kings and Nations, that they may behold 
thee. This is theend of the Children of Pride ; for they that 
exalt themſclves ſhall be made Low. And therefore ta!k no more 
ſo exceeding proudly, let not Arrogance come out of your Mouth apain, 
for God is a Gol of Fudzment, and by him attions are weighed. The 
Aaverſaries of the Lord ſhall be brok+n in pieces ; out of Heaven ſhall 
he thunder upon them, and therefore I:t not th: Reb-llioms exalt ther:- 
ſelves, E Tis 
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Thus have I rchearſed the Evils we ly under ; and now i ſhall 
reprelent lome of the Great and Deadly Dangers that we are 
In, 

And one is, to have the Nation quite overrun with Popery,and 
to have the Pop-s Throne of T#:quity new erected among |t us. And 
are there not lwarms of Pris and Feſuits earneftly at work £0 
bring this to paſs? they having emptied their Poprſh Cloyſters 
and Monaſteri:s from beyond Sea into £ngland, to promote their 
Catholique Deſign here. And they knowing who ſtands at their 
right hand, have done it with great boldneſs, and with too great 
{ucceſs,For they have perverted not only very many of theCom- 
mon People,but ſome Nobility alſo,and many Gentry. And they 
have two great Engines to advance their delign, to wit, on 
the one hand Safety, on the other Danger ; on the one hand Pro- 
motion, on the other D-itruction ; on the one hand Lite, on the 
orher Death ; with the one of them they allure, with the other 
they terrihe; with the one they draw whom they can. with the 
other they drive whom they cannot draw. And thele Engines 
are of that force, that thereby they have conquered many weak, 
ſintul and unſtable Souls, yea and have prevailed with {ome Per- 
{ons of Honour and Quality, to lend their Sons to Monalteries, 

and their Daughters to Nunaeries beyond Sea, to be trained up 
in their Damnable Religion there, till better proviſion can be 
made for them here; of which they now are in tull hopes. 

And now think with your tcives,and conſider well, O my Dear 
Prote#tant Country-Men, how could you endure to fee che Pope 
Worſhipped here again in Zxg/and, fora God on Earth ? to ſee 
him ſet his proud Foot on the Neck of your King 2 to ſee your 
King a Tributary to the Pope, and to ſtand or fall at his baſe plea- 
{ure ? how could yau indure to be forced to. acknowledge his 
ſinful and fooliſh Decrees tobe equal to the Holy Word ot God ? 
and to own his little Wafer, or piece of Bread, for the very Na- 
tural Body and Bloud of Chriſt which was crucified and ſhed on 
the Croſs « how could you indure to have your throats ſtretched 
{ſo wide, as toſwallow down anly this one Abomination of his, 
which 1s more vaſt and rude than the firſt Chaos ? how could you 
indure to fee new Roods erected in every Pariſh Church 2 and 
to bow your ſelves down and worſhip Stocks and Stones, Cruci- 
hxes and Images, inſtead of the True and Living God © how could 
you frame your ſelves to Auricular Contefſion, and to rehearſe or 
enumerate all your fins in a Priefts Ear, who himfolt ftands in 
need of Forgiveneſs more thapyou, being a greater Sinner 2 how 
could you indure that their luſty Prieits ſhould defile your Wives 
and Daughters, they being prohibited Wives of their own ; and 
{> ſhould drive again a General Trade of Whoredom in the Na- 
ticn, as they have becn wont to do formerly 2 how could you 
ſubmit your ſelves to their Popiſh Pennance, and ro travel their 
Poziſh Pilgrimages,totheir feignedSaints and ridiculousReliques? 

how 
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how could you bear the ſeverity of their Eccleſiaſtical Courts and 
Cenſures, and to be proncunced Heretiques by rhoſe who are 
themſelves the greate(tHereriques in the World « how could You 
Noblemen and Gentlemen, who have your Eftates, or part of 
them,in Abbey and Church-Lands, as they were called, be con- 
tenttohave them taken away trom You and your Poſterity, and 
oiven back again to maintain Abbots, Monks, Friers, Nuns and 
luch kind of Popiſh Verymin and Zocuſts, which, if once admitted, 
will eat up agam every green thing m theLand * Andlet me tell 
you, that all theſe Eſtates of yours, they do not only promiſe to 
themſelves, bur verily expect them. Yea farther, how could 
you indure to have your loving Husbands taken from your Heads, 
and your dear Wives torn out of your Boſoms,; your {ſweet Chil- 
dren dragg*d out of your Houles, your near Relations and friend- 
ly Neighbours hawlled and hurried into Priſons and Dungeons, 
and there tobe wrecked, ſtarved, tormented, and at lalt (if chey 
live t10N) to be put alive intothe flames of Fire,there to be burnt 
and conſumed to Aſhes ? and that only becauſe they ſincerely 
cleave to Chrilt and his Goſpel,and will not adhere to Antichriſt, 
nor receive his Mark, nor do his Helh{h Drudgery 2 how could 
you indure to ſee this cruel Bealt of Rometoplay Rex herein Fns- 
{axd again, and though he be rhe Firſt-Born of the Devil, yer ra 
{er himſelf up above all that 1s called God,and Worſhipped ? And 
yet ycu are now in more danger to ſee all thele things come ro 
paſs (becauſe you recerv-d nit the truth in the love of it, wilt you 
enjoyed it)than your Predeceflors have been this Hundred Years, 
they having now gotten both Wind and Tide with them, even 
Opportunity and [nconragement. Wherefore a Great Man conclud- 
ed, 7hat now ce tainly the Papiſts wonld do their York, they were 
in ſo fair a way. But he reckoned without his Hoaſt. And 
lelt my Proteſlant Country-Men ſhould be roo much diſcouraged 
in this apparentand approaching Danger, I will furniſh you with 
one Rich Cordial, out ofthe Words of Hezry the VIII. which he 
dircQed to the Papiſts in his days, 1n his foregoing Declaration 
againſt them : where he ſaith, re you not wicked which ſo hate the 
Truth, that except ſhe be ntterly baniſhed, ye will n: ver teaſe to vox 
her ? The Livins God ts alive, neither can Truth his Darling, He be- 
ing alive, be calledto ſo great ſhame, contumely and injury as you would 
have her, and if ſhe may be called to all theſe, yet can ſhe come 
to none of them, Who w he that grievonſly lamenteth not! Men to be 
come to ſuch Shameleſs Boldnsſs, to ſhew apertly that they be Fn:mies 
to Chriſt himſelf ? cn the other ſiae, who would not be glad to ſee ſuch 
Men, as fooliſh as they be Wicked ? For they work a deceitful 
Work, andby all their cunning Craftineſs, Myſterious, and 
Induſtrious AQings, they only dig the Pit, into which they muſt 
fall tbemſelv45, and contrive the ruine that muſt be their own 
Portion. 
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Your Second Danger, 1s to have the moſt Cruel and Inhumant 
Maſſacre executed upon you, that ever yet was committed in the 
World, by the Conlecrated Hands and Weapuns uf the Papiſts, 
And this Glorious Service of theirs is deligned upon the Zxgltſb 
Proteſtants, for the ſingular Promotion ot the Catholique Caule, 
which hath its way uſually prepared into all Nations, by Fire 
and Sword. The Wrath of the Papiſts is ſo kindled againit you, 
and they are ſo thoroughly let on tire from Hell, that they are 
ready to break forth into their greateſt lames, and tv endeavour 
the DeſtruQion ot All at Once. lt is welt known, how well they 
are Hors'd and Arm'd, and how they train their Troops againlt 
the Bloudy Day intended. lr 15 well known, how well they are 
furniſh'd with Money, intended tor other purpoſes. It is well 
known what numbers of Freach Meare brought into the bow- 
els of the Engliſh ; and many Noblemen and Gentlemen are { 
pleaſed with the Children of thoſe Strangers, that they have 
Fr. nch Servants, Papitrs,to attend them, whom they have well 
Mounted and Armed, enough to make a little Army of them- 
ſelves. And this they do that their ſtrength may be hidden till 
opportunity ſhall ſerve to make it appear, Itis well known that 
the chief Places of Strength, and many Chief Commands are in 
the hands of Papiſts. And now they become ſo numerous, and 
having ſuch power, what is there wanting but a convenient Op- 
portunity to fulfil all that is in their Hearts, upon Secure, Unar- 
med, Unprepared People,and to diſpatch their work in few days, 
and eſpecially upon thee O Zozdon, who art their chiefeſt Eye- 
Sore. O Ezgland, (except the Lord prevent it) thy Calamity is 
near, at the very Door : and thou mayſt expeCt every day, now 
Peace is made Abrecad, when theſe will unſheath and draw their 
Swords upun you here at Home: and you muſt be charg'd in 
the Kings Name (for ſo they will abule it) to ſtand (till, and to 
hold forth your Throats to Murderers. You cannot forget the 
dreadful Maſſacre at Pars, nor that late more dreadful and blou- 
dy Maſſacre of the Engliſh Proteſtants 1n Ireland, when more than 
a Hundred Thouſand Innocent Perſuns, Men, Women and Chil- 
dren were in a very ſhort time, with the greateſt Cruelties and 
Torments that ever were heard of,murdered by them ; and what 
Authority they pretended for it. But they have trealured upin 
their minds the fulneſs of all Cruelties, for you Fneliſh-men.They 
have diſcovered ſomething of their Kindneſs and good Pleaſure 
to you 1n their firing the City of Zozaon, which they have left as 
an Everlaſting Monument of their Treachery and Villany to Zxo- 
land, and of their hatred to Fagliſh Proteſtants, and let this molt 
notorious faCt of theirs be engraven in great CharaQers on the 
Gates and Walls, and Chief Places of your City, when it ſhall 
be built again thar all Poſterity when they ſhall ſee New Zoz- 
don, may know and conſider what Perſons, ans what Religion 
Lurat the O!d. They have allo often attempted the firing ot 
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Southwark, and of the remaining parts of the City ; for nothing 
but the utter ruine of it will fatisfie them. And when the kind. 
ing of {ome of theſe later flames, was related to a Great Pcrſon, 
they laughing ſaid, Vow the Game is begun again : for they make 
but a May-game of conſuming all. And yer Fire only will not 
{atisfie them, it is bloud mutt follow, or they are never the near. 
It is youO Engliſh Proteſtants, whoſe lives they thirſt after, and 
they can neither eat nor drink comfortably, nor ſleep wetly, 
till they be filled with this Veniſon. And therefore of you ir 
may be truly ſaid, Zonr lives ar: tn jeopardy every hour. 

Yet for all this let us not delpond nor caft away our Confi- 
dence, ſaying, Onur hope # cut off, and we are periſhed ; for he thar 
{its in Heaven laughs them to fcorn, even the Lord hath them in 
Deriſion : and though we hold our peace, he will ſpeak ro them 
in his Wrath, and vex them in his fore diſpleaſure. He will 
make his Arrows drunk with their bloud, and his Sword ſhall 
devour their fleſh, from the beginning of Revenges upon the Ene- 
my. Rejoice O ye Nations, with bs Paople, for he will avenge the 
Bloud of his Servants, and will r:nder YVenprance to his Adwverſaries, 
and will be m«reiful to his Land, andto his People. 

Thirdly, Another of your Dangers, which alſo is one of the 
greatelt, is your own Heedleſneſs and itrange Security, in the 
midit of ſuch thick Clouds and Storms which have encompaſſed 
us round, able to awaken even dead Mcn. How ſtupid and ſor:- 
i{h were you at the burning of your City, when you ſaw with 
your own cies, your Houſes, your Subſtance, your Riches, all 
conſuming together in thule turious flanes betore your taces ; 
yer how inſenſible were you of yuur deplorable condition 2 how 
regardlels of that heavy hand of God £ how inf{enſible of che 
Treachery and Cruelty of Men 2 who did not only begin thoſe 
flames, but allo continue them in the Progreſs they had appointed 
for them. Had you the Brains or Hearts of Men, to ſutfer thoſe 
Incendjaries who were taken a the very AR, to be reſcued from 
Juſtice, and releaſed to carry on their Villany again 2 ſurely you 
were {\ Sottifh, rhat had not the Lord been the more merciful 
to you, your Lives and Houſes had periſhed togerther,as it was de- 
ſigned. Moreover, how ialenfible have you been of the Popiſh 
Plot,and intended Maſlacre; as if thole good Men had been bur 
in Jeſt, when a Regiment of Paprſts was brought up to ſecure the 
Proteſtants, anda company of Wolves to guard the Flock; and 
when ſome of rheir own Pens and Lips reveal their minds, why 
ſhould you yet be ſo ignorant of it, who are wholly concerned in 
it 2 Whereforeas your Lives hitherto have been dear to God,ſo 
l-: them now alſo be dear ro your felves, and do not you ſay, 
P.ace, Peace, when the Papifts intend and prepare Deſtraitton, 
Deſiruftion ; but let that be verified of you, which Henry VIIE. 
faith of his rime; to wit, Zhe World is not now in [0 light a ſuſpici- 
on of you (Papilts) as it hath bee hitherto , but every Man ſeth 
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before his Eies, your deceits, your Wicked Minds, your Immortal 
Hatred againſt the Truth, ana the Profeſſors af it, every Man ſees 
how many miſerable Tragedies your pretence of an Unity and Concord 
hath brought intoChriftendom. They ſee your fair face of Peace 
hath ſerved Sedition, and troubled almoſt aff Chriftian Realms. And 
therefore ſeeing they were {o quick-hghted who lived above an 
hundred and thirty years. ago, to ſee and foreſee the Treache- 
ries and Cruelties of the Papifts, let not us who live ſo many 
years after, and have had far greater experience of them, be al. 
together blind, and ſee nething at all, in the clear Noon-{hine of 
their Doings. 

Wherefore let all be admoniſhed, that after the deſired Tidings 
of Peace they be not {o eagerly addicted to the rebuilding their 
Houſes, and regaining their Trade, and proſecuting their World- 
ly Aﬀairs and Concernments (whilſt yet they are uncertain of 
the enjoyment of any thing) that they become carelels and re- 
gardleſs how it fares with the Church of Chriſt and his Goſpel 
(which is the very light and life of our Souls, as well as the foun- 
dation of all our outward comtorts) or how aCtive and watchful 
the Brood of Antichriſt, which lurks amonglt us, becomes, that 
they may deprive us of our Religion and: Lives ; and fo, be as 
greedy Birds that are ſcratching tor tood, whilſt the Net is ſprea- 
ding over them to catch them at unawares; for what will ir 
profit you to win Eſtates, and tolole your Lives 2 your Lives are 
better than your Eftates ; and your Eſtates are but for the com- 
fort of your Lives. And if the Enemy take away your Lives, 
whoſe ſhall your Eſtates be 2 they ſhall even become a reward to 
the Murderers. 

Awaken rherefore O Proteſtants and Epgliſh Men out of ' 
deep and dangerous Security ! and ſtand upon your ter! 1: 
Men : Ye dead men liveagain, and I will humbly and faithtuliy 
adviſeyou (as Iam able) out of very love, in a few things. 


1. My Firſt Advice is, that you believe none of their pretend- 
ed fairneſs and kindneſs to you, ſeeing their hearts are wholly 
againſt you, and their hatred to you 1s immortal ; even the ha- 
tred of the Devil in the Hearts of Men, which is a cerrain fire of 
Hell which goes not out by Day or by Night. But know for cer- 
tain, when they promiſe jair, they arenot to perform any thing, 
but the quite contrary : when they ſeem to kiſs you, they intend 
to kili you ; when they ſuffer you to be quite, 'ris that they may 
bring the greater Trouble upon you 5 when they retreat from the 
cxerciſe of their fiercenels, *tis that they return upon you with 
the greater Fury, when you ſhall leſs think of it ; for their whole 
Tradeis Deceit and Yiolence. Though Satan transform h jmſelt 
intoan Angel of Light, yet till 1s he is the Prince cf Darkneſs ; 
and theſe his Followers are exactly like him, both to deceive and 
to deltroy : they will change their Colours, like Protews, tode- 
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ccive you, but they will never change their cruel Minds, but 
they that will be deceived, let them be deceived. 


2. My Second Advice is, that none either Plot or Attempt any 
thing againſt the preſent Power, but that all ſtand ſtill in their 
Place and Calling, like Wiſemen with their Eies in their Head, 
quietly waiting for the Salvation of God. For rio Mans Hands 
can help him in this Matter, but our ftrength is to fit ſtill, We 
can no more change Kingdoms and Governments in the World, 
than we can alter the Courſe of the Sun or Moon in the. Hea- 
vensz but it is the Great God that muſt do theſe great things. 
It is the moſt High God that reigns in the Kingdom of Men,- and 
gives them tg whomſvever he will. And when his time is come, 
the ſet and fuil time, and the molt High ſhall utter his Voice,his 
in!truments ſhall be at his foot, ready to do his work, even to 
execute the Vengeance written ; and all his mighty Providences 
{hall concur, to bring about the Council of his Will. Wherefore 
remember, that Mans raſhneſs carrys ruin 1n.it, but Patience per- 
fects both Gods Works and Mans. 7z Patience poſſeſs your Souls. 

Wherefore all that we would do, if we might be heard by 
thole thatare inſtrufted to help, at this needful Time is, only to 


delire for the Glory of God,and the Nations good, and their own, 
theſe three things. 


xt. That the dearand precious Goſpel of our Lord and Saviour 
may be permitted publiquely to be Preached again, in the Purity 
and Power of it, and t'iat the faithiul Teachers may be reſtored 
to their Miniſtry throughout the whole Nation. For when Jeſus 
Chr''” who path al! Power in Heaven and Earth gives into his hands, 
hath commanded his Miniſters to go and teach in all Nations. How 
can you Worldly Powers, who have but a little Power in this 
Nation, anſwer 1t to lim, w hen you forbid that to be done which 
he hath ſo ſolemnly commanded 2 Hethat hath all Power in Hea- 
veu and Earth hath commanded his Minifters to teach his Goſpel, 
and dare you who have bur a little power on Earth, and none at 
all in Heaven forbid them ? If you do not repent of and amend 


this our Evils, it had been better for youzthat you had never been 
born, + |; 


2. Our ſecond deſire is, That all Popiſh Commanders may be 
Disbanded, and put out of all Office and Truſt in a Proteſtant 
Nation z and that all Papiſts through England may be diſarmed ; 
icing they are not armed for us, but againſt us. 


3. That all French and Oztlazdiſh Men may be baniſhed 3 for 


they are but Moths io our Ezgliſþ Garment, to fret it by degrees, 
all to pieces ; as they have fretted a great deal of it already. 


And 
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- And what E»gliſh-mas or Proteſtant is there, that will not join 
with us in theſe neceſſary Deſires, which if they be not granted, 
farewel all Good Days from Exgland for our time. 

And now to concludeall, I'{hall only leave two or three Sove. 
reign Antidotes with my dear Conntry-Men to preſerve them 
from the noyſome Contagion and Plague of Popery. | 


7. Cor.ſider with Trembling, that none are given up to tkis 
Damnable Deluſion but thoſe whoſe Names are not Written in 
the Lambs Book of Life, as the Spirit of God affirms Rcv.1 3.8. ſay- 
ing, And all that dwell upon Earth ſhall worſhip him (1. e. the Beaſt 
or Antichriſt of Rowe) whoſe Names are not written in the Book of 
Life,of the Lamb ſlain from the Foundation of th: World, And what 
Perſon would carry ſuch a Worm in his Conſcience continually, 
tor the whole World, and all the Kingdoms and Glory of it, as 
to know and certainly to underſtand, that his Name # not written 
in the Book of Life, nor can ever be put in; for all the Writings 1n 
that Book are from Eternity, and no new thing can be inſerted in 
it. And therefore let Men ſay what they will, they are none of 
Gods Ele, who cloſe in with this Falſe and Hererical Religion, 
after the Goſpel hath been Preached tothem, and they have been 
inſtrufted inzt. For to depart from the known Truth to known 
Error, is not a Sin of Ignorance, but of Malice ; and this is the 
Sin unto D:ath, for which there is no Remiſſion. Wherefore let 
every one that would attain to any comfortable Aſſurance that 
his Name is Written in the Book of Life, flee from Popery. 


2. They that Apoſtatiſe to this Falſe Religion, are as ſurely 
to be Damn'd, as if they were in Hell already, This is a hard 
{aying, but a True One : as it is evident in that of Pasl, 2 Theſ.2, 
where ſpeaking of Artichriit, that FVicked Ons, whoſe comimy ts 
after the working of Satan, with all Power and Signs, and Lying Won- 
ders,and with all deceieableneſs of Unrighteouſneſs in them that periſh, 
becauſe they recetved wot the love of the Truth, that they might be ſaved. 
He adds, nd for this cauſe God ſhall ſend th: m frong Deluſions that 
they (bould believe aLye,that they All may be Damn'd that b: liewe noe 
the Truth, but havepleaſurein Unrightcouſneſs- This ſort of People 
God gives them up to believe a Lye, the Grand Lye of Popery 
(for this whole Religion js nothing eMe but one continued Lye, 
trom the beginning to the cnd of it) to rhe intent, that they 
ſhould all Periſh and be Damn*d. This is the Word of God, a- 
o4inſt all wilful-Papi#s, and. it cannot be made void. Zohz alſo 
reſtifes. Rev.14.9. tharan Angel Proclaimed with a loud voice, 
ſaying, /f any Man Worſhip the Beaſt and his Image, and receive his 
Mark in his Forehead, or in his hand, the ſame ſhall drink of the Win: 
of the Wrath of God which is poured out without mixture into the Cup 
of his Tudignation. and he ſhall be tormented with Fire and Brimitont, 
in the preſence of th: holy Angels, and in the preſence of the Lamb ;

and th: Smoak of th:ir Torment aſcrnieth up for ever and ever : and 
they have no reft Day nor Night which Worſhip the Beaſt and his Image, 
and whoſoever receiveth the Mark of his Name. In which Scripture 
you may fee with open face, the ſad end of all the Popiſh Genera- 
tion : whichis to be tormented for ever and ever. Wherefore out 
of very Malice, they have been, are, and will be our Tormentors 
here, when they get opportunity, becauſe the Devil is to be their 
Tormentor in Hell for ever. Wherefore who ever would ayoid 
the Torments of Hell let him fly from Popery. 


3. Laſtly Antichriſt is now in his Old Age, and draws near his 
End, yea 1s drawing his laſt breath.

For thou ſpakeſt and the 
World was made, thou diſt command, and it ſtood faſt. T here- 
tore our Etes are nts th, O Lord, and we do believe that thou 
canſt do all things ; and can jo do them, that none can reſiſt thee. 
Is any thing roo hard for tlie Lord ? ſhail ws call thy Power 
m Queſtion, who did5t prepare a ſafe paſſage for thy People through 
the mighty Waters, and didſt cauſe them to walk on dry gromnd 
through the depths of the Sea ? Take therefore thy great Power 
and come ad Reign im the midſt of theſe thy greateſt Enemes, till 
thou make them All thy Footſtool, and till thou hait put down all 
Rule, Authority and Power Which lifts up its Head, and ſtretch- 
eb forth its Arm againſt thee, O Lord, and thy Holy and Bleſſed 
Goipel, and thine Anointed.

Wherein her Proceedings both before and du-

I being fully confirm'd in this, thought it my duty through all forts of 
hazards to relieve the poor impriſon'd Catholicks, who in great numbers 
were lock'd up in Goals, ſtarving for want of Bread; and this I did ſome 
Months before I ever ſaw the Countefs of Powis, or any of thoſe Honour- 
able'perſonsthat were accuſed,or — one penny of their money dire&- 
ly or indirely, till about the latter end of Jaxwary (78.) the Priſoners 
increaſing very much, and being in great wants, I went at the requeſt of 
Captain Pooh then in priſon, with his Letter to her Ladyſhip, to make 
known their condition,and alſo toſhew her a Letter written by Tit#s Oats 
his own hand, being 


A Narrative 


Of Oates and Beddo's Acquaintance in Spain, and how Beddo under the 
Name of the Lotd Gerrard, robb'd Oates of ten pieces of Eight, which 
he ſaid was all he had, and had quite undone him. And alſo, how Beddo 
cheated Maſter Francklyn the Merchant at Bilbo, of three hundred 
Doubloons, at 18 s, per Doubloon, and in his way to Br»ges, robb'd a poor 
Prieſt of' four Royals, which he ſays, is about Eight pence Exgliſh, and 
cruelly beat'him becauſe he had no more money, and after that, the ſame 
day, robb'd a poor Franciſcan Fryar of his Bread and Cheeſe,and that there 
were Writs out inthe nature of an Hue and Cry to take him; and that the 
faid Oates, though quite ruined by the loſs of his money, yet was not 
half ſo much griev'd at it,as for the diſhonour that was thereby done to the 
whole Exgliſh Nation. 

This Letter was read before the King and Council the laſt time Maſter 
Medborn was brought thither, and by him delivered to his Grace the 
Duke of Laxtherdale, in whoſe hand it ſtill remains. 

I alſo gave her Ladyſhip an account, that the moſt part of the foregoin 
year, Beddo lay priſoner in the Common fide in the Marſbaljeas, and i 
out of the Alms-baket, having ſold his Linnen and other neceſlaries to the 
Sutler for Bread and Drink. 

After this her Ladyſhip taking the diſtreſſed condition of the Priſoners 
into her Confideration, through her pious and charitable Endeavours, there 
wasa weakly Charity colle&ed, of which I had the diſpoſing, but was fo 
far from the diverting any part thereof, that I ſtill went out of Purſe, of 
which truth, both the Priſoners and others have been very ſenſible fince- 
my Impriſonment. 

About this time I went daily to the Prifons, to perform thoſe Offices 
of Charity I was obliged to. And on Thwrſday, January the gth (78.) I 
Din'd in Newgate, in the Room called the G le on the —_— Side 

cbtors, 
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Debtors, and about four in the Afternoon, I came down into the Lodge 
with five Women, of which, three were Proteſtants, and we, alt heard 
Terrible Grones and Squeeks which came out of the Dungeon, called the 
Condemn'd hole. I asked Harris the Turnkey, what doleful Cry it was, 
he ſaid, it was a Woman in Labour. I bid him put us into the Room: to 
her, and we would help her, but he drove us away very rudely, both 
out of the Lodge, and from the Door ; we went behind the Gate, and 
there liflened, and foon found that it was the voice oa ſtrong man in 
Torture, and heard, as we thought, between his Groans, the wingdins 
up of ſome Engine : theſe Cries, ſtop'd the Paſſengers under the Gate, ar, 

we fix went to the Turners Shop without the Gate, and ſtood there ama- 
zed with the Horror and Drcad of what we heard ; when one of the Officers 
of the Priſon came out in great haſte, ſeeming to run from the Noiſe, = 

One of us catcht hold of him, ſaying, Oh! What are they doing in the 
Priſon.

ſtris. It's a Man upon the Rack, Ile lay my Lite on't. 
Officer. It is ſomething like it. 
ellier. Who 1s it Prance? 

Officer. Pray Madam do not ask me, fur I dare not tell ye, but it is 
that [ am not able to hear any longer: Pray let me go, with that he run 
away toward Holborn as faſt as he could. , | | 

We heard theſe Groans perfedtly to the end of the Old-Baley, they con- 
tinued till near ſeven of the Clock, and then a perſon in the Habit of a 
Miniſter, of middle Stature, gray hair'd, accompanied. with twp other 
men, went into the Lodge, the Priſoners were lock'd up, and the yp 
door of the Lodge alſo, at which I ſet a perſon to ſtand, and obſerve wha 
ſhe could ; and a Priſoner loaded with Irons, was brought into theLodge 
and examin'd a long time, and the Priſoners that came down as low, al 
they could, heard tne perſon examin'd with great Vehemency, fay often, 
I know nothing of it, I'm Innocent : he forc'd me to belye my ſelf, IV hat w0 
you have me ſays Will you murther me becauſe I will not belze my ſelf and others 

Several other ſuch like Expreſſions they heard ſpoken as by one 1n great 
Agoney. About four of the Clock the next morning, the Priſoners that 
lay in a place above the Hole, heard the fame Cry again two hours, an 
on Saturday Morning again, and about eight a Clock that morning a per- 
ſon I employ'd to ſpy out the Truth of that Afﬀair, did {ce the Turn-keys 
carrying a Bed into the Hole, ſhe asked who it was for, they told her it 
was for Prance, who was gone Mad, and had tore his bed in pieces. That 
Night the Examiners came again, and after an hours Conferenice,, Praxce 
was led away to the Preſs-yard: This, and many things of the like Nature, 
made me very Inquiſitive to know what paſs'd in the Priſon, , 

Soon afier this, Francis Corral a Coach-man, that had been'put Into 
Newgate, upon Sufpition of carrying away Sir Edr-mnd-bury-Godfrey's body 
and Jay there 13 weeks and three days in great:Miſery, got out, I wentto 
ſee him, and found him a ſad Spectacle, having the Fleth worn away, and 
great Holes in both his Lees, by the weight of his Irons. And having been 
Chain'd ſo long double, that he could not ſtand upright; he told me much 
of his hard and crucl Ulage, as that hc had been ſqueez'd and haſped into 
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a thing like a Trough in a Dungeon under ground ; which put himtoin- 
exprefſible Torment, inſomuch that he ſoonded, and that a perfon in the 
Habit of a Miniſter, ſtood by all the while. - That a Duke beat him, pull'd 
him by the Hair, and ſet his drawn Sword to his Beaſt three times, and 
ſwore he would run him through; and another great Lord, laid down a 
heap of: Gold, and told him it was five hundred pounds, and, that he 
ſhould have it all, and be taken into the aforclaid Duke's Horſe, if he 
would confeſs what they would have him; and one F. a Vinter, that lives 
at the Sign of the halE-moon in Ch-f, by whoſe Comtrivance he was ac- 
cus'd, took him afide, and bid him name ſome Perſon, and ſay, they imploy'd 
him to take up the dead body in Somerſet-yard, and gave him money for 
ſo doing ; that if he would do this, both F. and he, ſhould have, money 
enough. He alſo told me, that he was kept from Thurſcay till Sunday 
without Viftuals or Drink, having his hands every Night cham'd behind 
him, and being all this time lock'd to a Staple which was driven into the 
Floor, with a Chain not above a Yard long, that.in this great Extremity, 
was forc'd to drink his own Water ; and that the Jaylor beat his Wife, be- 
cauſe ſhe brought Victuals, and praved that he might have it, and threw 
Milk on the Ground, and bid her be gone, and not /cok at him, &c. For 
the Readers further Satisfaction of bis great and cruel Sufferings, I refcr 
to the Party himſelf now living in Gumpowder-alley in Shoe-lane, and well 
known by his Misfortunes. 

After this, hearing that Mary White had been much abus'd, and though 
big with Child, ſeveral ways tortur'd in the Priſon, and lay only for want 
off her Fees, I paid them, hoping to find out the Truth by that means, 
ſhe told me of many Cruelties that were daily uſed in the Goal, and that 
there was a perſon there that by Misfortune had been catch'd in the Com- 
pany of Coyners,and though wholly innocent, had been cruelly uſed, becauſe, 
as ſhe ſaid, he was a Catholick, and for a week together had worn a pair 
of Sheers that weighed forty pound, becauſe he would not go up to the 
Chappel. That this perſon had made it his Buſineſs to inſpeCt the Ufage of 
the Priſoners, and had drawn up Articles againlt the Keepers. 

About the tenth of April (79) I went to the Grate at Newgate, to ſpeak 
with him, he was in Irons and Raggs, and ſaid his name was V/iHloughby, 
and that he was Nephew to a perſon of Quality I knew of that name; And 
with great bemoanings told me that being juſt come from Flanders, he 
was lodg'd by Chance in a houſe where Coiners lodg'd; he was taken 
among them on Suſpition, and though acquitted at the Seflions, yet the 
Diſgrace had fo diſpleas'd his Uncle, that he would do nothing for him, 
and he having no Parents nor Friends, was in great Danger of periſhing 
there, and in very humble and religious words begg'd my Charity, and 
gave me the following

the day he went out, and then I fent him money to pay his Fees by my 
Maid Margaret Fenkins, and did pay ſixteen ſhillings by her hand to fetch 
his Coat out of Pawn. 

And about that time, having been told by Mr. Kemiſh, then Priſoner in 
the Kings- Bench, that #i/l;am Stroud there Priſoner, pretended to know 
much of the Plor, and had Papers in his Cuftody,that would proved Bedabo's 
actions to be Villaay, and a Letter of 3edav's own hand-writing, expreſ- 
hng he knew no more of the Plor, but what Fa had from his old acquain-

verall Bedav's Villany. | 

[ believing this to be meer Roguery, invented to inſnare Mr. Keymiſh 
and Mr. Anaerſon, did pay willoughbys alias Dangerfields Fees in Newgate, 
intending to ſet him upon the diſcovery of ir, and he being at that Inſtane 
arreſted, I removed him by Hebeas-Corprs tothe Kings Bench, and ſent 
my Mud Margaret to him to bid him get acquainted with Stroud, and uſe 
his utmoſt Endeavour to obtain a fight of the Papers, and find out the 
truth of the tranſactions between the Earl of S------- - and Stroud, wil. 
loughby then acknowledged that he had been a Criminal, but expreſt much 
ſorrow for his paſt Crimes, and made great proteſtations of future Amend- 
ment, ſaying, that Strowdand he had been long acquainted, and ther rhe 
often had been a Rebbing together, and he doubted not co Effet what I dels 
red. And in order toit, would keep him company, and every day ſet down 
what he could get out of him. 

Onthe 1 2th of May he was carried tothe Bench, and on the 20th ſent 
methis following account of that affair by Magaret Fenkins. 

May the 13th, Stroud did acquaint me, that about 15 years fince he 
knew Bedlow, who was then ſervant ro Alderman Blackwel of Briſtol, and 
was ſo Poor, he had ſcarce Shooes and Stockings to his Feer 5 bur Strode 
denyes he ever (ce Bealow fince, till he and Oates came to the Rings- 
Bench to view the Priſoners, and once fince that Mr. Bed/ow came with 
his Brother, who was the night after wounded. He denies the holding 
of any correſpondence with Mr. Bed/ow eicher by Letter or otherwiſe, bur 
ſayesthat one Philip Marſh (who is either a friend or a Servant to Mr. 
Bedlow ( is his friend) that is to ſay, Strodes friend ) and that they aid 
Phillip Marſþ has often ſent Letters to erode, in which Letters it has been 
defired that the anſwers thereto ſhould be left ar Bedlows lodging ; but the 
Contents of the ſaid Lerters either were not worth while to repeat, or he 
was unwilling ſo to do. | 

May the 14. 1679. Strode told me this day, that Bed/ows occaſion of 
viving him Money was to the intent he ſhould conceal ſomething he knew 
of Bedlow, which if diſcovered, would be of conſequence enough to hang 
him, if proſecuted on the ſame, and the ſums which Bed/ow ſent him 
were the greater, for that Srode ſhould take particular notice of che beha- 
viour of the Prieſts which are here, and who they did correſpond with ; 


which Srrode has done, and has ſeat ſome to follow divers perſons gy 
av 
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have come to Mr. Anderſon, which perſons and their abodes, are as Strode 
ſayes, well enough known, and hereupon ſwore Damp his ſoul, if they 
ſhould not be berter known if ever he could obtain his liberty, 

May the 15. Strode acquainted me, that either his buſineſs was either 
paſt,or in great probability ſoto be; and when he could get his ealargemenr, 
there were ſome in the world ſhould ſoon feel the effects of his fury : Bur 
amongſt the reſt, Mr. Anderſon, who as Strode ſaid, was very uncertain 
of ever being ſo near his liberty 3 but if chere be ever any probability for 
Ander ſons liberty, Strode makes ao doubt bur to prevent the ſame. By 
this I find Srrodes thoughts tobe laden with venome(as having been thwar- 
red in his temper by ſome of the Cazholicks ) and to his power he deſigns a 
Revenge on them, butfor what [ know nor, 

May the 16. Strode did this day acquaint me, that his wife had 
in a Cabinet at home inthe Country, the original papers which concerned 
Mr. Bedlow, and when he can be at liberty to go home, he will be very brisk 
in expoſing the ſaid matters contained in the ſaid papers to a publick view . 
but whileſt he remains in cuſtody, he will not impart- the ſaid matters to 
any perſon whatſoever, for that he will not bring himſelf under Mr. z:4- 
bws Laſh. 

May the 17. Strode did tell me, that one Mr. Foh»ſon ( a Servant tothe 
Right Honourable Earl of Shaftsbury) did often come to viſit him, and 
bring him Guinneyes, in order to the prevailing with him for co joyn Evi- 
dence with Bedlow : but Strodes anſwer was ( as he informed me ) that he 
would not perjure himſelf for Ten thouſand worlds. 
 Maythe 18. Jones ( Strodes Bedfellow ) did inform me, that he had this 
day ſecnin Strodes hands ſome papers which did contain the whole macter 
of the Popiſh Plotr, in a more plain manner than cither 0ars or Bedlow 
could make our. 

And that the Earl of Shaft5bury's ſervant (whoſe Name was Mr, Fob»ſon) 
came often to Strode, to Court him togive his Teſtimony againſt the Lords 
in the Tower, and had offered Srrode moſt conſiderable ſums of money if he 
would dothe ſame. | 

May the 19. Fones did tell me, St rode had in ſome diſcourſe informed 
him, that Zedl/ow in the time of his Padding was entertained at Strodes 
houſe, and particularly when there had been a Robbery commicted bur a day 
before, and atthe ſame timea Hue and Cry wasall over the Country to ap- 
prehend him: And that it is nor long fince that Serode ſent co his wife ar 
Sheptox Mallet in the County of Somer ſer, for tae Copies of ſome Writings 
which were in her Cuſtody, which faid writings are the original of thoſe 
he ſhewed Fores. 

. May the 20. Fones (ayes, Strode has often prayed his advice what to do 
ina matter of ſuch weighty Conſqeuence as was to be made out from the 
aforeſaid papers: Foxes anſwered him, that in regard he was in Reverſion 
of a good Eſtate, and had divers good and honourable Relations to ſupport 
him, it would perhaps be much more borh for his Credit and advantage 
robe filenc in things of ſuch a nature than co ſtir, unleſs he could make e- 
very particular thereof viſible by a lively Teſtimony, Upon which Ad- 
vice Strode did promiſe to letit fall, rather than run the hazard of diſobli- 
ging his Relations and Friends, and become OI obnoxious, __ 
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The foregoing informations, written by #/:Yougnby's own hand, were 
found berween the Pewter in my Kitchin by Sir wi{{ram waller, hen he 
ſcarch'd my Houle, and by him Carry d before the Lords of the Council, and 
as the Father of Lyes did once rell truth, fo he hath inſerted this one truth 
in his lying Narative, But ſince it is the reward of Lyers, not to be belicv'd 
when they do tel! truth : That he may be Credited this once, I Print the 
Copies of the four following Depoſitions, which with many more I have 
tothe ſame purpoſe, do all confirm ir. 

Tho mas Hill Gentleman maketh Oath, That William Stroud, Confede- 
rate with Thomas Danger field, cid about June or Fuly ( 79 ) very much Im- 
prune this Deponent to Joyne with him, the laid Srroud, Oates and Bed.- 
low, to be the Kings Evidence, and to ſwear that the Queen and their Royal 
Highneſſes,the puke and Dutcheſs of Y ork, andthe Lords in the T ower,were 
Traytors, and Guilty of the Plot ; andthe ſaid. Stroud told this Deponent, 
chat it ſhould be worth two or three Thouſand Pound to him, and his Li- 
berty for ſo doing, and the ſaid Stroud told this Deponent and ſeveral 0- 
thers,that the Ear! of Shaftsbury ſent him what money he would ſpend for the 
Carrying on of the Plot againſt the Duke and Lords in the Tower: And that 
his Lordſhip ſent a ſervant of his, called Mr. Fohnſon, ro the ſaid Stroud 
very often to Incourage and Drink with the ſaid. Stroud in the Lodge, and 
gave him money, 4s the ſaid Stroud told me. There allo came a Steward of 
his Lordſhips, called Mr. Stringer and Mr, Edward Stroud, to hear whar 
the ſaid Stroud would ſwear a2ainſt the Duke and the Lords in the Tower be- 
fore his Lordſhip would procure the ſaid Srrowds Pardon : Since then, the 
ſaid Stroud hath made Afﬀdavit to the ſame purpoſe, where he nameth 
his Royal Highneſs and the Dutcheſs ; and his Confederate Dangerfield 
got an order to bring this Deponent before Srephex Harvy and Thomas 
Foſter Eſqs his Majefties Juſtices of the Peace, about the gth of December 
(79) tocome and take an Afﬀedavit of this Deponent, ſaying, the ſame 
would much corroborate the Evidence the ſaid Dangerfield had given 
corncerning the Plot, and what the faid Stroud had Depoled alſo, and thar 
the ſaid Dazgerfield in purſuance thereof, did urge and perſwade this De- 
poncat to ſwear to the ſaid Srrouds Aﬀedavit, and would not let this Depo- 
nent read the ſaid Strouds Aﬀidavit ; bur the ſaid Dangerfield did both read 
the ſaid S*rouds Aﬀidavirt, and alſo write what this Depanent ſaid, buz he 
omitted reading that which concern'dthe Duke and Dutcheſs of York, and (0 

thought to pur a trick upon this Deponenr, and bring him in as an Evidence 
againſt them, but that Juſtice Fofer did cſpie it, and ask'd this Depo- 
nent concerning the particulars 7c/atizg to the Duke and Dutcheſs, and then 
this Deponent truly ſwore he never heard their Names ſo much as mentio» 
ned concerning the Plot. Since that, the ſaid Dexgerfield hath ſer our a 
Narrative where he mentions this Deponents Name in ſeveral particulars, 
whichis very falſe ; he hath alſo ſworn againſt Mr. Anderſoz in his tryal, 
where he mentions this Deponents Name co that which is very falſe. The 
30th of January or thereabouts, william Stroud came to the King s- Bench 
and rold this Deponent before another Gentleman, thar if he had joyn'd 
with him, Danzerfiela, Oates and Bedlow, in giving in his Evidence againſt 
the Queen, Duke and Dutcheſs, and Lords inthe Tower, he had been free 
from all his Troubles, and His Debts paid, bur ſince he did nor do it, he 


ſhould 
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ſhould ſuffer Impriſon ment all bs life, andin a worſe Place 3 atid that very 
night this Deponent was lock'd up in a Jutcle hole @2der Ground, and hath 
ever ſince been much oppreſt;zand urther this Deponent faith, he hath been 
very much per{waded not to appear at Mrs. Celliers tryal, and ſeveral have 
uſed means to the contrary, bur this Deponent being Subpeena'd thereunto, 
is obliged to ſatisfic the truth therein, and will ſwear this Afﬀidavit before 
a Judge, and carry it into Court, it being a Brief of what be hath already 
ſworn before Sir George Jeffreys.

The above named Thomas Hill further Depoſcth, that upon a Sunday in 
the Afternoon,a Steward of the Earl of Shaftsburys,who did then live in Al- 
derſpate-ſtreet (as william Stroud told me) and one Mr. Edward Stroud a 
Attorney in Lizcolns Inn, came to, the Kings-Bench to take the examina- 
tion of 2r. 1w:11;am Stroud then a Priſoner, and after they had been lock'd 
in a Chamber about two hours, they ſent for me, to ask me ſome Quelti- 
ons relating to what the Priſoner had been Examin'd to, but I not anſwer- 
ing their expectation, we parted, 

And after my Lords Steward and Mr, Edward Stroud was gone, I asked 
the Priſoner Ar. william Stroud, how he could carry it ſo fairly with 24r. 
Anderſon, when I knew he had givenin Articles againſt him ; hetold me, 
he durſt do no otherwiſe than whar he did, becauſe if, he did not do it, the 
Earl of Shaftsb:ry would not get him his Pardon our, he being under a

I A:# Moſeley do teſtifie, that I have heard william Stroud often ſay, 
that he could hang Bealow if he would, and that he was maintained by my 
Lord Shafrsbury, to come and Evidence againſt the Lords in the Tower : 
That Johnſoz my Lord Shaftsburys Man, threatned him from my Lord 
Shaftsbury, that his Pardon ſhould be obſtructed, if he did nor joyn evidence 
with Bed/ow againſt the Lords, although he ſaid, if he were ſubpoena'd in, 
as infallibly he ſhould, he would then declare my Lord Shaftsbarys proceed- 
ings with him. 
| Other times I have heard him ſwear, that being ſo importuned from my 
Lord Shaftsbury,by his man Fohnſon,he was now reſolved to ftick at nothing, 
nay for an hundred Pound, he would ſacrifice his own Father and Mother. As 
for Ac. Anderſon, 1 do believe that what he alledges againſt him, as offcr- 
ing him five hundred Guinneys, is falſe, for ro my knowledge, he always 
ſhunned him as a Devil, knowing him from his firſt Impriſoamenr to be 
a great Rogue ; but Ar. Azderſon being an abſtimious melancholy man, 
drank nothing but (mall! Beer, which Srrode after a Debauch always 
Covered, threatning, that he would hang him if he denied him chis I 
have often heard Strede (wear : T have often ſeen Fohaſo, and been in 
his Company with Strode, as alſo ſeen monys which Fohzſox and Bedlow 
gave him; to all chis I am ready to ſwear, which I gave Mr, Bedlorpnotice 
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ot {ix or ſeven Months fiace by letter, though perhaps he never receiv'dir 
by being our of Town, che Coppy of the Letter which I have by me will

I Fohx Adderley do teſtifie, That Mr. Anderſon wasnever much concern'd 
in Mr. S;r-des acquaintance, and the more reaſon I have to believe ir, is, 
for that as he from the beginning of his Impriſonment had notice of Szredes 
being a. great Rogue, ſo was he not backward of advifing me and all 
he had a kindneſs for, to ſhun Srrouwds Company ; ſo that I look upon that 
ſtory of Mr. Ander ſons;offering him 500 Guinneys to take off Bedlows Evi. 
dence,to be a meer fiction and revenge for diſpoſleſſing him of his Chamber, 
and indeed, Stroud is {0 great an abſtract of Debauchery and Villany, and 
hath always been reputed for ſuch, tharno Man of any tolcrable reputa- 
tion ever valued his word or his oath, andthat this is the truth, I willingly 
ſubſcribe, being ready to atteſt the ſame upon Oath.

I being often in the company of william Strode, amongſt other Dil- 
courſes, hapning to talk of the riſe of ſome men, he the ſaid wilian 
Strode did often ſay, that they were beholden to their own Induſtry, and 
that if he were out of Priſon, he would not make any ſcruple for an hun- 
dred Pounds to Sacrifice any Perſon, nay his Father for a conſiderable Re- 
ward, and that he was kept here for a Spice, as he ſaid himſelf 3 and hath 
ſhewed me Silver and Gold, which he ſaid he received from one Mr. Fohnſom 
the Earl of Shaftsbury's man,and of one Mr. Beale, for ſuch Service, Like- 
wiſe the Marſhal finding it fit to remove Strode out of his Chamber, and 
place Mr. Azderſon in it,he was ſo tranſported with Rage, that he came in- 
co the Gallery to me, and ſwore that he would be Revenged : Nay, that 
he would ruin Mr. Anderſon with the firſt opportunity, And this I took 
the more notice of, becauſe he hath ſwore to me, that nothing Sacred 
ſhould tie him ro Truth or Lie, farther chan to gratifie his Gain or Revenge, 
and ploried in other Murthers he ſaid he had Commirted beſides char 
he had his Pardon for, which is the averment of a Perſon of unſpotced Re- 
putation, that is not willing to be expos'd in Pript, but is ready ro make 
Oath of it when thereto required. 


T heſc Teſtimonies I hope may ſatisfie an indifferent perſon, that Dax- 
gerfield once writ Truth. | 

After this, he frequently by Margaret and others, ſent his humble Re: 
queſt to beg the Charity of his Inlargement,proteſting that he never would 
attempt an ill thing again, but would per a Service, and take any pains for 
an honeſt Livelihood : and upon his reiterated Intrearies, 1 colle&ted ſome 
monys for him, and did pay five Pounds to buy off the Debts he lay un- 
der, and not a Penny more, as appears by the General Releaſes from his 
Creditors, which were taken among his Papers, and carried before the 
Council, 

And the day he came out of Priſon, I did give him, not five Pounds a5 
he ſays, but 10 ſhillings, that he mighc nor ſteal for want of bread, and 
A the Feſuirs Tryal, did employ him asa Meſſengec to go up and — ” 
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ferch Victuals and Drink for the Witnefles, to wait on them, and to help 
them into Court, call Coaches, and other ſuch like Services, which he 
performed {o well, that ſeveral perſons asked me, whoſe diligent Footman 
he was , for indeed, being in an old Frize-Coat lin'd with Blew, Blew 
Stockings and Breeches, and a Grey Har tuckt up, co prevent flapping 
about his Ears, he could nor well be taken for any other than an ill clad 
Footman, though now he be Dubb'd Knight of the Poſt, and wear a Pearl 
in his Ear, to ſhew that the Executioners were kind to him, and did nor 
Nail his Ears to the Pillory, neither at Salubary, Wilton, winborne, nor 
any of the other places where he was Mounted upon che Wooden Engine, 
and peep'd through it like Dos Qa#ckſor through his Helmer, when he was 
mounted upon Roſinarr, and going toencounter with the Wizdil, 
About that time I ſent for him to Powe Houle, and there cold him in the 


preſence of Mr, Henry Nevit alias Paine, that now I would pur it into 


his power to be an honeſt man, if he had a will to be ſo; and would ger 
him either an Enſigns place under the Duke of Monmouth, who was then 
preparing to go to Scor/and, or elſe an Imployment to go to Sea: he made 
choice of the later, which while they would enquire ; for my Husband ha- 
ving ſome Thouſands-of Pounds due to him, which was ſo deſperate, that I 
could never make any thing of them; he told me he underſtood (ach buſineſs, 
and doubted not to get in many of them if he had bur a Suir of Cloaths, a 
Hat, and ſome few neceflaries, that he might be ina condition to follow 
them, which he promiſed to do very diligently. I conſidering he could nor 
wrong me, for that no perſon would pay mony without my Husbands 
diſcharge: And that he having no other buſineſs bur ro perſue the Deb- 
cors, it was poſſible he might get in ſome of them ; I agreed with him, 
that he ſhould have fix ſhillings in the Pound for what he received, and did 
give him a Stuff Suit, a Hat, Shooes and Stockings, and a little Linnen, 
all which coſt about 3/4, 105. and accordingly he proceeded, and did 
getin ſome mony, and Bail'd our ſeveral Priſoners, and very often would 
bring me News of the great Defigns of the FaRious, and that they talked 
Treaſon publickly in the Coffee-houſes, I encouraged bim to keep them 
company, and learn what he could of their Practices, in order to diſcover 
them ro His Majeſty z and I having heard by ſome very Eminent among 
them, that herded with them, only to break their Meaſures , that they | 
had drawn Forces into the City whilſt His Majeſty was fick at w#zdſor, 
with intention to ſubvert the Government 3 and that if His Majeſty had 
died, which at that time was the fears of the Loyal, and hopes of the Fa- 
Rious , they would have knock'd the Lord Mayor o'th' head, with ſuch 
Aldermen as would not Conformy and that by the help of cheir Partizans 
in thoſe places, they doubted not bur to have bezn Maſters of the Tower, 
Portſmouth, Dover and Hull, and moſt places of ftrengch within che 
Kingdom, and that the Scors would advance to their help, with much more 
tothe ſame effect, which I gave in my Depofitions before the Lords of His 
Majeſties Privy Council. | 

And having been inform'd by pwper to whom they had been proffer d,thar 
Manſcl and waller, did both offer Commiſſions to disbanded Officers, with 
promiſes that they ſhould enter into preſent Pay, and adviſed them,” and 
all honeſt fellows, co linger about the Town, for there would _ 
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be hot ſervice ; and having alſo heard that Sir #ri/iam Walker ſaid Pablick- 
ly in Southwark, before perlons of conſiderable quality, That there wonld be 
4 Rebellion before Michaelmas, 

Theſe diſcourſes being then almoſt General, made me the eaſier Credic 
him in particulars, as that in order to this deftign, many of the Old 
Officers were new rigg'a, and had Penſions paid them by the Geatlemen 
of the Kings head Club, and that Commiſf;ons were given out by the 
Relicts of the Rump, under the names of the Keepers of the Liberties of 
Enoland ; andthat he was promiſed one among them, aad had ſeen ſeve- 
ral, and that they were made of Parchment with thirteen Label Seals: 
I incouraged him to go on, and gave him money to defray his Charge, and 
bid hun obſerve their Actions and Defigns, and write down his obſerva- 
tions, that they might be made known to His Aajeſty ; and be ſure ro 
wrice nothing but the Truth, for one Lie would diſcredic all che Truths he 
told, 

Afﬀeer that, he writ down at ſeveral times, that which was afrer- 
wards found by Sir W:illiam Waller in my Meal-tab, and as what I did 
was truly in Zeal for His Aajeſties Service, ſo that very night he came to 
Town from w:zaſor, I went tothe Earl of Peterborough, and acquainted 
him with ir, and he preſcatly handed us ro his Royal Highaels, co whom 
willonghby delivered the foreſaid Paper, to be given co His Majeſty, and 
His Majeſty was pleaſed to give it to Ar. Secretary Coventry, and come 
manded #i/oughby to attend upon Colloacl Haiſal with what further diſco- 
veries he could make, and ordered him forty Pounds, the betrer to cradle 
bim to proceed therein. 

Abour this time. the tranſactions concerning Sir Robert Peyton 
and | believing then, as 7 ſilt hope, that Sir Robert abhorring che diſloyal 
Practices of thoſe he called Friends, was willing co come iazo the Ki 
Intereſt, and help the Goverameact againſt choſe char ſo (ubcilly (ought ro 
deftroy it: I chen made the meeting between the Earl of Peterborough and 
Sir Robert Peyton at Mr. Gadburies houſe, ard did afterwards go wath Sir 
Robert to the Duke, and his Royal Highneſs received him kindly, and Sir 
Robert made Proteſtations to ſerve His Majeſty fairhfully for che future, as 
1 hope he will. 

For my part it was no motive but my Loyalty and Duty to His 2cajſty, 
and Love to Truth and Juſtice, that ingaged me in this affair, believing 1 
thould do His Majeſty good ſervice,by bringing back as many as I could of 
the Incenſed or Miſled, to their Duty ; and Icannot yer think Lerred in to 
doing. About the later end of Seprember, Danger field daily brought we 
Stories of the great preparations of the FaRtious, and that they puvlickly 
owned their Treaſonable defigns, and that the Parſons, Goodwin and A!ſop, 
and the reſt of that Gang, made great Colle&ions amongſt the Brethren, 
in order to the carrying on their Rebellious Deſigns ; and that Sir +i[ram 
Waller had thre? hundred Horſemen privately quartered in Town, that 
would be ready for Afton in an hours warning 3 and was the Party that 
thould. lead up the Rabble of Weſtminſter ro ſeize White- Hell: That the 
City, was ready to Riſe, and expected only the word from the Confederate 
Lerds, About this time Willoughby got drunk, and pick'd a quarrel ar 
tne Rainbow-Coffee-houſe with one Keyniſten, about Sir Thomas "OY jw 
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thereby made himſelf obnoxious to the Republicans; and having loſt the 
hopes of obtaining a Commiſſion for himlclf, he then ſought to get one 
by means of other perſons, and then ſwore, God Dam him, now the 
Papiits will give him no money, he mould £0 to the Presbytertans, and they 
would give h111 750ugh ; but of this I then knew nothing, and he ſtrictly 
charged thoſe he treated with in this aftair, not to tell me any thing of 
their Proceedings, as appears by the Oath of 7 homas Curtis, taken before 
Juſtice Warcap, vide, the ſaid Aﬀidavit in Dangerfields firſt Narrative, 
Pag. 72, 73. , 

7 the beginning of 9-ber, he pretended,that by Information from a 
Perſon that by his order haunted Sir William Wall:rs Club at Weſtrinſfter 
M:rket-p!ic:, he underſtood that ſeveral Treaſonable Papers importing 
the whole deſign of the Fattious,were kept ina houſe at We/minſt-r,and 
that if he could get a Warrant,and ſearch that Houſe, he doubted not but 
that he ſhould lay open the whole Conſpiracy ,and in order to it he went 
to his Majeſty to pray a Warrant,and was by his Majeſty referr'd to Mr. 
Secretary Cov2xtry, but Mr. Secretaries great wiſdom made him ſuſpe& 
him and his Shallow contrivance, infogmuch that he would not give him a 
Warrant,but I.as I ſaid before, being induc'd to Credit him in thoſe rhings 
which related to the ſame ends, others not inconſiderable armiong them had diſ- 
conrd with me, and being zealous to have the danger plainly Diſcover- 
ed, that it might be prevented, did upon his complaining that he was de- 
ny'da Warrant, adviſe him to go by the Cuſtom-houſe-way, which he 
did, and then ſeiz'd the Papers, which I ſuppole were ealiet be found, 
being in all likelihood put there by himſelf, in order to his being digni- 
fy*'d with the Magnificent Title of the Kings Evidence. 

Upon Wedneſday the 22 of Offober (79) Wilmehby was taken, Exami- 
ned, and went upon Bail till Ofober the 24, which'day I having been a- 
broad, and heard much talk of him and his Plot, came home and found 
him at my Houſe, hecame to me, and pray'd to ſpeak with me, for that 
he was going before the Councel after Dinner, and did believe he 
ſhould be Committed. I then going into the next Room, the following 
diſcourſe paſs'd between us. 

Cellier. In the Name of God, what is it you have done,that here is ſuch 
a Buſle in the Town abour you ? | 

MWillouzhby. Pray Madam do not ask me, for it is beſt for you to be Ig- 
norant of it : I hope your Innocence will defend you,and your ignorance 
will be your beſt Plea, and thereforeI will not do you ſo much wrong as 
to tell you any thing of it: I have done ſomething I ſhould not have done, 
but I hope God will bring me off, and that I may be the better able ro 
make my Defence,pray do me the favour to lay up this Paper ſafely for 
me ; and by the help of this and Truth, I hope to defend my ſelf. 

Cellier, 1s it nothing that will bring me in danger ? 

Willouohby. Tf it were, T would not be ſuch a Villain to give it you 
it 15 the ſame Paper that lay before Mr. Secretary Coventry,and he return- 
ed it to me the laſt week. Topened it, and finding it the ſame, gave it 
to my Maid :4-ne Blake, and ſhe put it into the ME A L-T UB, where 
Sir William Waller found it. 
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Munday Offober the 27. he was committed to Newoare with the fol- 
lowing Commitment.

19 told me,l muſt go along with him to the Earl of Shaftsbury, 
I replyed, 

Colter, I have no buſineſs with the Earl of Shafrsbury, and if his Lord- 
ſhip have any with me, he might have ſear one of his Servants to tell 
me ſo, and I would have waited on him, as Tam till ready to do, with- 
out being had before a Juſtice of Peace. — But what Authority hawe you 
to carry me thither ? 

Sir William Waller. His Majeſties Commiſſion of the Peace. 

Cellier, Though that doth impower you to ſend me to Priſon, if I be 
accuſed of any Crime, yet it doth not give you power to carry me any 
whither elſe. 

Sir William Waller, You are a dangerous Woman, and keep corre- 
ſpondence with Traytors, and harboured vhe St. 0:75 Yourhs—T took 
them out of your Houle. ID 
C:eilz/th. 
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Cellier, What if I did ? they came over at His Majeſties command and 
therefore I preſume it was no Crime to Lodge them. —-And none can be 
properly calPd Traytors, but thoſe that are Convi& of Treaſon ; And do 
you know any ſuch I keep correſpondence with ? I am ſure I know none. 

Sir /1”ill, Waller, Will you take the Oaths of Sypremacy and Allegiance ? 

C: +1, Have you any Authority to offer them to me ? I ſuppoſe you 
have none except here were another Juſtice preſent ; but if there were, 
[ au, « torreign Merchants Wife, and my Husband, both by the General 
Law of Nations,and thoſe of this Kingdom,ought to remain unmoleſted 
both in his Liberty and Property, till a breach happen between the two 
Crowns,and the King hath declared as much in his Royal Proclamation, 
and if you violate the Priviledges my Husband ought to have as a Mer- 
chant-ſtranger, the King of Fraxce, whoſe Subje&t my Husband is, has 
an Ambaſſador here, by whom we will complain to His Majeſty, and 1 
hope weſhall obtain Redrels. 

[f your Husband and any other perſon will paſs their word for your 
forth-coming,Tle leave you here tillI come back from myLordSh ft 5bury. 
They pals'd their words for me,and he went away and left me,preſently 
after M/illoyughby lent for Suſan Edwards my Servant to the Priſon, and he 
Howled and Lamented to her, and ſent me a long Epiſtle ; I have forgot 
the words now,but the Effect was, that he had been Tortured thatNight, 
yet would be Torn in pieces rather than oy me, or any other Iznocent 
Perſ»n,and deſired to know what I was accuſed of,or by whom,and what 
Waller faid to me: Then I ſent her to him again with the following Note. 

I have ſaid you were taken into my houſe to get in deſperate Debts —T hey 
bring me to L. S. They will as: me who encouraged me to go to him, I will ſay 
it w.1s you, it cannot worſt you. 


This I faid,becauſe it was Truth,which Ialways thought the beſt way 


to defend my Lite and Fame. Upon the Receipt of this Note he made 
great Lamentations to her,expreſling his fears of beingHang'd or Stary'd 
there, but told her, though he had been proffer'd great Advantages, yet 
he would Periſh rather than do any ill thing ; and pray'd her to ſpeak 
to me, that he might have Viftuals ſent him from my Houſe daily, 4:4 
that I wonld ſend him a promiſe of it by her of my own writing. 

+ By this I perceiv*d he was already a Rogue, and endeavouring to get 
ſomething of my writing, to make ill uſe of, I then Confidered,that if I 
refus'd to promiſe him Viftuals, I gave him an occaſion to commit Vil- 
lany for want of Bread; and therefore bid her tell him, that I would 
take order at my houſe that he ſhould have Vittuals ſent him every day, 
as he had when he was under the Meſſengers hands. And to aſſure him 
of it, ſent him the following words under my hand. It being a Motto 
my Parents had uſed, andI my {elf allo, 


] Never Change. 


Knowing that if he were honeſt, that was enough to fatisfie him : If a 
Rogue, not enough to do me any miſchief. 

About nine a Clock at Night Sir W774 came again, and found me 
at Supper with ſome Friends, but was very Civil,and would not diſturb 
us ; and about Ten he ſent me to the Gare-houſe, with a Note to "_ to 
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Lodg me in his own houſe;the Caule expreſt in my Commitment,being 
for Harbouring and Corr: ſponding with 1 raytors; thongh he conld not tell me 
who they were, nor when Convitted of T reaſon -and for r efuſing the Oaths of 
Supremacy and Allegiance,»h1ch were never tender'd me. All that night he 
and his Crue kept their Rendevouz in my houſe, tearing and pulling 
down the Goods,anJ filling his own and his Footmans Pockets andBree- 
ches with Papers oi {rivate concern, which he never carry'd before the 
Councel nor as yet reſtor'd,though fome of them be of Cox[iderable walue. 

Next morning hi Hor; p ſent to know how I did, and to tell mezif I 
thought he could do me any {ervice, he would come and viſit me. Tre- 
ply'd,if he could,l knew he would not,and therefore deſired him to ſpare 
his pains and my trouble. 

Friday the laſt of October, Tbrought my felt to the Kzngs-bench Barr, 
in hope to be Bail'd ; but then at the Barr, Ch»rch oppoſed it,laying, His 
WWorſh had ſent in an accuſation of high Treaſon againſt me, though 1 
had as yet no Accuſer ; Azd by the Law, no perſon ought to be committed 
for Treaſon, till accuſed by two honeſt, ſufficient, lawful, and credible Witneſ- 
ſes, witneſſing one and the ſame Individual Fatt. 

November the firſt, I was examin'd before His Majeſty and the Lords 
of the Councel, where the Fable of the Husband-man, and the ſtarved Snake, 
was proved a Truth ; tor Willoughby accuſed me of all the Forged Stories 
he tells in his Lying Narrative; and Iunfeignedly told the 1 ruth, and 
the whole Truth, and nothing but the Truth. But the Lord Chancellor 
told me, no body would believe a word I faid, and that I would Dye.— 
To which I replyed, I know that my Lord, for I never ſaw an Immortal wo- 
man in mylife : And then kneeling down, ſaid, 


Cellier. I beleech your Majeſty that I may not be Tortur'd. 
The Kjng. The Law will not ſuffer it. 
Cellzer. Such things are Tue done in Newgate ; and I have more 


reaſon to fear it than any other perſon, becauſe of what I have donea- 
gainſt the Keeper, and therefore I beſeech your Majeſty, 1t at any time 
I ſhould fay any thing contrary to what I have now ſaid, that you will 
not believe me,for it will be nothing but lies forc*d from me by barbarous 
ſage, what I have now told you, being the truth, and the whole truth, 
to the utmolt of my knowledge. 

Then I was ſent away to Neweate,and the next day was brought again 
before the Councel, and then a Lord ſaid, Tur up your hoods Mrs. Cellier, 
I did ſo; The Lord Chancellor ask*d me, it I had not been at the Tower 
to tell of W:llorghby's Commitment, and briag inſtructions for him. 

Ccllier. 1 proteſt T have not been at the Toer Since. — Then the 
Lord Chancellor Interrupted me, ſaying, She cannot ſpeak three words of 
1ruth. 

Cellier. Pray my Lord be pleaſed to hear me out, and do not Jrdee me 
till then, -—— Ihave not been at the T owerfince Thurſday was ſeven-night. 

Lord Chan. That was the Time, what did you there ? 

Cellier. I Din'd there. 

Lord Chan. Had you no talk concerning Milloy7hby ? tell us the 
Truth, for the Counteſs of Pow7s hath rold us all, 

Cellier. My Lord, nothing of Truth can do me any harm, and 0 
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ſireher Ladiſhip will tell nothing cle : I told her that Juſtice Warcup and 
Manſel had been at my Houſe to demand him, and my Husband had paſt 
his word for his forth-coming. Then I was commanded to withdraw. 

And underſtanding, ſoon after, that I ſhould be Cloſe Confin'd, the dread 
of being lock'd up on the top of Newgate, and atiended on by Fellons, as 
Mrs. Preſcick had been, though big with Child, and ſo troubled with Fits, 
that they came upon her every hour, which cauſed Captain Richardſon to 
Pitty her, and take her into his own Houle ; but ſome had been Locked 
up there a full year, and kept in Irons above Six months of the time, the 
fear of this, or worſe uſage, did ſo opprels my ſpirits, that thoughT benot 
the moſt timorous of my Sex, and never had any kind of Fitbefore, I fel] 
into ſuch Convulſions, that I had like to have died at White-hal Gate, 
Then was carried to the Keepers Houle, and laid upon a Couch, and being 
a little come to my ſtrength and ſenſes, I rold Captain Richard/orr, that 
if I ſhould die in that deſolate place, as it was like I might that very Night, 
moſt perſons would believe that he had causd me tobe Murthered, in re- 
venge of the ArticlesI put into Parhament againſt himz whereupon hebid 
me be of good Comfort, for I ſhould not be carry'd tothe top of the Goal, 
but lye in his own Houſe, which promiſe ſo revived mc, that within an hour, 
I wasable togo up into the Garret, where I had a very Good Bed, anda 
Maid ordered tolye in the Room by me; ſhe tended me very diligently, 
and ſcem'd very much to Commiſerate my Condition, beirg, I ſuppoſe, ſet 
0a to do fo, thai ſhe might the more eaſily betray me: Thad brought Pen, Ink, 
and Paper from the Gate-houſe, and ealily prevail'd with her for -20zey, to 
carry a Note home to my Houſe, ix 4 Bottore of Thred, (he carried and re- 
carricd three or four, ſhewing them fir{t to the Jaylors Wife and Siſter, 
and they took Copics of them, and ſent them to the Councel, perſwading 
themſelves they ſhould make ſtrange Diſcoverics, but Ihad Committed no 
Crime, and therefore nothing but Innocence could be found in my Letters. 

When they ſaw this ſnare would not take, th they laid another for my 
Life, and brought Willoughby toa Window over againſt mine, to talk with 
me, having ( asIthen thought, and now know ) fet another Rogue be- 
hind me, to hear what I ſaid. 

Dangerfield. Madam, Madam, Madam, Pray Madam {peak to me, and 
tell me how you do. | 

Celfzer. I am Sick, very Sick of the Bloody Barbarous Villain, 

, Degepals Pray Madam ſpeak low, and do not diſcompoſe your 
elt. 

Celiier. Nothing you do, can diſcompoſe me : I deſpiſe you fo much, 
lam not Angry. 

Dangerfield., 1am very glad of it, for then hope you will havepatience 
to hear me ſpeak. Pray how do they ule you. 

Cellzer. Well, much better than I expected. 

Dangerfield. 1s any body ſuttered to come to you. 

Cel/ier. No body. | 

Dangerfield. 1 am very ſorry for your Confinement, but I could not 
poſtibly help what I have done. | 

Cellier. Bloody Villain, I am not confind, for Stone Walls and Iron 
Burs, do not make a Priſon, but a Guilty Conſcience; I am Innocent, and 
gan 
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g2:nc that here, which my Enennes did not intend me tor ; I have now 
10thing to do bat to ſerve God, but you are Confind, and one of the Devils 
Slaves, Ah Villa; for which of my Good deeds do you leck my Life 2 

Dangerfield Crying,-— you {hall not dye, nor receive any other hurt, 

Cellier, Wicked Wretch! I do not tear, but defire to dye. 

Dangerfield ſtill Crying, — but you ſhall not ; look here how I have 
been uled, and then ſhewed his Arms, and Howl'd, ſaying, he had been 
ſo miſcrably Tormented, that he was not able to bear it, but was forced 
ro accuſe me and others, to ſave his own lite. 

Cellier. Ah Villain, will you bely the Innocent, to ſave an Infamous Life ? 

Dangertield. I have told the King more than I could make out,and was 
forc'd to joyn with the Confederates to get my Pardon, forl have liv'd ſo 
11], I am not hit to dye yet. 

Cellier. Do you think to wipe off your other ſins, by committing Per- 
juries and Murthers? 

Dangerfield. No, but God is merciful, and it I live, I may repent; I was 
ditlerted by every Body, andifT had not been Hang, I ſhould havebeen 
Starv'd —It isa {ad thing to depend uponan ungratetul and diſunited Peo- 
ple—IF any care had bcen taken of me, to remove me tothe Bench, they 
could only have Pi//ored Me, and I would never done this, nor any other 
Villany ; But ſince no body took any care of me, I had reaſon to take ſome 
of my ſelf, which [ will do. Thoſe I belong to now are very kind to me,and 

fend me great Inconragements,l (hall have a Pardon within two or three days, 
and be ſet at Liberty,but betore I go, I ſhould be very glad you would con- 
fider your own Condition, ard not ruin your Family, your Maid Suſan will 
Swear againſt you, and there are two Perſons found, that will lay worſer 
things to your Charge, than I have done. 

Cellier. Villain, you know it 1s all Lyes, Did I ever do any of thoſe 
things ? 

D.zgerfield. Though you did not, they will be Sworn againſt you,there- 
{oOrecome in now whillt it is time, and jeyn with the moit powerfid, you may 
14the your own Conditions; then he ſhewed me Gold,and told me what great 
Advantages were to be made by becoming the Kings Evidence. That the 
King was Bought and Sold, and here would be a Republick, and the Duke 
world be deſtroyed in Scotland : And that it I would fay His Royal Highneſs 
zavemethe Original of thoſe Papers that were tound in my Meal Tb, and 
bid me cauſe him to put them into Marſels Chamber, and Kill the Earl of 
Shaftsbury, then I ſhould have a Pardon, and n.ore Mony than all the Wit- 
netles had had together, for the Earl of Shaftsbury and the reſt of the Confe- 
derate Lords would raiſe Ter Thouſand Pounds among them, which I ſhould 
paſs over by Bills of Exchange whither I would .as ſoon as I had Signed and 
Sworn the Depoſitions z And I ſhould have Twenty Pounds per Week 
{etled on me by A& of Parliament as long as I liv'd : And if I would do 
it, ſome Perſons of Honour ſhould come and treat with me; tor though 
[ werecontind, there was Lords that were Privy to al, that would come 
on pretence to Examine me, and ſettle things to my fatisfaction. 

But Ilaugh'd at all this, and receiv'd his proffers as they defervd, and 
laid, Cowardly Wretch,you arc worle than your Elder Brother Judas, tor he 
having betrayd one Innocent, lete thole that hired him, to ſeek falle me 
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nclles for themſelves; and repented, and brought again the Thirty pieces of 
Silver, and had Courage exongh to hang himſelf: But you have betray d and 
belycd many Innocents,and yer are ſuch a Coward to waite for the Hazg- 
man,for hangd you willbe. He that digsa Pit for another, ſhall fall therein 
himſelf: Therefore Repent you Rogue, and tel/ the King who ſet you on, 
for you will certainly be Damn'dt you do not. And then by the fit Ap- 
plication of other places of Scripture, I ſhook him ſo, that he Howl'd like 
a Dog that had the Tooth-Ach. And again ſhewed his Arms, where the 
Irons or Cords had worn off the Skin, telling me, he had been Rackt, and 
otherwile cruelly uſed to torce him to accuſe me. 

Celljer. Ah Cowardly wretch ! would you ſhed the blood of fo many 
Innocents, to ſave your hike? I had rather dye ten thouſand deaths,than belye 
my ſelf or others: And can there be any Rogues beſtdes your ſelf ſo wicked, as 
to endeavor to ſuborn Witneſlics to belye the beſt of Men? Look there, do 
you fce the Devil ſtand at your Elbow, affurc your felt hel tear you to 
picces alive z Then he howl'd again, and wrung his hands, pretending Re- 
penrance, and told me, that againſt to morrow he would write down all 
the Intrigue, with the Names of thoſe Lords and others, that ſet him on,and 
give it me, if I would give him any hopes of a Pardon for my ſelf and 
others he had wrong d. 

Cellier. It is not pothble for you, nor any other Devil Incarnate, to 
wrong me morethan[ can forgive, it you Repent and leave your Villany; 
but do not diflemble, for diflembled Piety is double Iniquity. 

Dangerfield. Do you think other PerſonsI haveaccuſed will forgive me? 

Cellier. Yes, if you truly Repent, I doubt not but their Charity and 
Prudence will oblige them to that, 

Then he told me a long Story, how kind the Earl of Shafisbury and 
ſome greater men were to him, and what great things they had promiſed 
to do tor him , yet he {aid he would Repent, and tell the Truth, and hopd 
God would have Mercy on him. Then I went from the Window-— 

Next Morning he was waiting at his Window by Day-break, and throw- 
ing little Coals at mme— About Nine-or Ten a Clock I went to the Win- 
dow, hoping to perſwade him to tell the Truth, ut like the Dog, was 
returned to his Vomit, and propoſed to me, it I would not bclye the Duke, 
to ſay the Earl of Peterborough gave me thoſe Papers, and that I had re- 
ceived a Thouſand pounds in Gold of Sir Ae Apſley to pay him for the 
Murthering the Earl of $ —_—_ and to raiſe Souldiers againſt the King : 
But I recerved this Propoſition like the former,and Anſwered : 

Cellier. Now I plainly ſee you are potleſt with the Devil, he ſpeaks 
through your Mouth —— You worst of Rogues, how dare you talk thus to me? 

Dangerfeld, Pray Madam ſpeak low, and do not diſcompoſe your felt, 
whatſoever happens, there ſhall no harm come to you. 

Celher. Wretched Villain! Innocence fears nothing ; I have done no 
Evil, norl fear none. --— And ſhut to the Window, and would ſpeak no 
more to him. All that day at times he hancred about the Window, ſhed- 
ding Crokadils tears, holding up his hands, and making beleeching ſigns 
to me to come to my Window. About, four 1n the Afternoon I weat, 
laying, Blood-thirity ingrateful Villain, what have you to ſay to me? Then he 
Wrung his hands and Lamented, ſaying, * Now he was tully reſolved tO _-_ 
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« the Truth.,and if I would promiſe he ſhould be Pardoned,would ſhow me 
* how to turn the Devices of the Malicious uron thetr own Heads, and had 
© writ it all out tor me, and would tyea Coal to it and throw it in ; but he 
* would firſt try ifhe could fling i an Apple he had in his hand, he tryd, 
© but the Apple fell down —-- He faid there 1s ſomething in it, and Ran 
© down in great haſt to fetch it—- But I ſuppole thoſe that ſet him on, 
had more tears I ſhould Convert him, than hopes he ſhould Pervert me, and 
would not let him appear any more at the Window, but pretently I heard 
a great Noiſe in the Goal, and it was pretended, the Jaylor had diſcovered 
our interview, and Sir John Nicholas came that Night to fearch and exa- 
mine me, I told him the Truth, but conceald that part which related to 
the Duke, the Earl of Peterborough, and Sir Aer Apſley, and would not 
own that Tunderſtood for what reaſon he thewed me Gold, as not think- 
Ing that a firting time to tell ſuch Truths, I having too many Enemies 
alrcady, 

Then the Window ſhutters were nail'd up on that ſide of the Chamber, 
and the Caſernent on the other ſide, and from that timeI had not a breath 
of Air: did but take out a Pain of Glaſs, and they put 1n another, and 
untolded and ſcarch'd all my Linnen, and cut my very Bread 1n pieces ; 
and fearch'd every thing with all imaginable ſtrictnels; yet Captain 
Richardſon Ict me ro whenT would into a Room that look'd i the 
Dodors Garden, where the Window was open, but there was fuch a noy- 
ſom ſmell in the Room, that I rather choſe to be lock'd up m my own 
alone, than in that with a great deal of bold Company; tor the Rats 
and Weezles plaid at Barly-break, and boldly Robbd me before my face , 
and did not Dance without Muſick, ſqueeking as they ran up and down : 
And the worthy Gentleman Sir William Waller, came likewiſe to viſit me 
and ask'd if he could do me any Service, and fawning on me, with 
many flattering Expreſſions, which 1 valued much like the Muſick, of my 
other Viſitants: He pretended a great deal of pity that ſuch a Woman as 
I ſhould be engaged among ſuch a wicked and ungratetul people that Rail- 
ed at me, ſaying, Iwasthe worſt of Women, but if I would contels, as he 
would have me, and come to them, I ſhould be received according to my 
AMlerits, 

Cellier. Iknow nothing to confeſs, ——- At which he ſhook his head. 

You know enough to ſave the whole Ringdom, if you would tell it. 

Cellier. Sol do, and would be glad to tell it, if Truth could be believed, 
but I have been already told in Preſence of His Majeſty and His Counce, 
that nothing I ſaid ſhold be believ'd : And therefore I am refolv'd to tell 
nothing. ; 

_ Sirl///;am. Mrs. Cellier, 1f you will make any diſcovery tome, Ilem- 
gage you ſhall be bcliev'd. ——-Then he began to ask me Queſtions, 

Cellier. Sir, Spair your pains in Pumping,tor I am neither Slave nor Cow- 
ard, and will not be Examined in Continement, miarge me, and two days 
after I will tell you what know. 

Sir 1447. That Icannot do. 

Celiier, Then let me ſpeak with my Husband before a Keeper twice of 
thrice, | 
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Sir /Y. F/alley, I cannot do that. 
Cel. hat do youcome hither for thea, troublino me with your proffer'd 

Serwice, if you be able to do nothing that [ ask you? 

Sir IV. aller.It you will make any Diſcoveries,then I will help you. 

Cel. Sir William, /Yhen 7 make Diſcoveries, 1 am ſure you will 
not like them, 7et #t is very like T may make ſome in time, and new ones 
too, for my Heart is too hioh to be zany to a fellow that weat on my Er- 
rands, 

Much ſuch like dark diſcourſe we had, he ſtill flattering me, and tel- 
ling me what high eſteem he had for my /Vit and Courage. 7 told hin 7 
took his Tropical Speech as it was meant, and did as much admire him 
for another cauſe ; and then pluckt Englands Bloody Tribunal out of my 
Pocket, and ſhewed him the Murtherers of his Majeſties Royal Father, 
and many of his Loyal Peers and Gentlemen , and told him, that was the 
Game he would fain be at ; he denyed it after ſuch a menner, as made 
it viſible eventothe meaneſt capacity, 7 hat he did not think it a Crime, 
and then went away. 

Fe had only ſuch refleting Speeches all the time of his ſtay, for Ar.

Mr. Gadbury, who atteſted that he knew not a tittle of the Plot one way ar 
other, except what he heard by Common Report, and read in the Prints,nor 
ofany deſign I had againlt the Lite of the King ; but acknowledges that he 
was Privy to ; and aGtive in bringing over Sir Robert Peyton to the Kings in- 
tereſt, (at the ſaid Sir Robert's requeit ) and to bring Sir Robert to kils his 
Royal-HighneſfS's hand by my means; and faid, That I did always expreſs my 
{lf withall Duty and Loyalty ; and thatI told him I had carried the names of 
four Gentlemen, Sir Roberts Friends to the Duke, in hopes that if they were 
put into Commiſſion of the Peace, it might conduce much to the breaking 
the meaſures of the Fatious. And Mr. Gadbury further Declared that one

Then 
the wandring Dox return'd to the Father he formerly deny'd toown; But he refus'd to 
receive him, yer had Compaſſion on his miſerable condition, and put hint as an 
Apprentice to a Barber, from whom heran, and fell ſo cloſe to the Thieving Trade, 
chat by his own Confeſſion,and the Teſtimony of others,be was condcmn'd to be hang'd 
before he was 17, but obtain'd a Pardon of Tranſportation, and went into Flanders; 
But though he chang'd Countries, Qualities he chang'd nor, for in a few years he be. 
came ſo great a proficient, that he counterfeited the Prince of Orange's Hand and Seal, 
and was committed to the Caſtle of Antwerp, where he lay long, and tad been ſtar, 
(as himſelf ſays,) but for the Charity of the Engliſh Nuns, who every day ſent him Mear 
and Drink. About 12 Weeks after his Commitment, he wastry'd and condemn'd to 
be Hang'd; But Father Werſly, an Engliſh Prieſt, (after the charitable example of the 
Engliſh Nuns at Amwerp, who not only fed this ſtary'd Snake, but alſo ſay'd and ſup. 
ported Captain Spurn-Cow in the like Danger ) by earneſt ſolicitations procured his Par. 
don, and brough tit at the critical Minute, when one end of tte Halter was about his 
Neck, and the other tied to the Gallows, and the Ladder ready to be taken away. This 
charitable Perſoa alſo collefted 3o odd Pounds, and gave it him, to bring him over into 
England, and to put him into an honeſt way to live,and ſo diſmiſt him,with much good 
Counſel, which he never had Grace to follow. 

Some Months after, he was 18 years old, he arriv'd in Exgland, and fell cloſe to his 
old Trade, and had ſuch ſucceſs therein, that in the 19th. year of hisage, and,

Roo we. 

About November or December following, he broke a hole through the Priſon with
